The historical effort, however far it may fall short as a lite- 
rary composition, I believe to embody a connected account of 
khe birth, growth and present status of each place described. 

The materials have not been carelessly gathered, nor has an^ 
of the information been accepted as matter of fact until the evi- 
dence had been carefully sined and the result submitted to the 
best known authorities. In all cases information has been 
lOQght at head-quarters, and therefore the best authority can be 
adduced for the correctness of all that has been advanced, 
i Of the correctness of the alphabetical portion I am justified 
b stating that more than ordinary means have been adopted to 
knard against errors in either orthography, description, or 
localitj, but sensible of the tendency of Directories to imperfec- 
tion, and knowing the constant round of change which is taking 
^ace in the " fastest city in the Wes t," I humbly ask for reason- 
ible allowances to be made under tKe circumstances which have

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THE PRESENT. 



Bay City, in the township of Hampton, County of Bay, and 
State of Michigan, is located on the east bank of the Saginaw 
River, about four miles from its mouth, where it empties into 
the Saginaw Bay. 

The site it occupies is one favorable for the spread of a large 
city, standing as it does, at an elevation of from 10 to 30 feet 
above the river, and having an extensive area on which to build. 
So great and rapid has been the demand for property within its 
limits during the last few years that frequent additions have 
been made to its boundaries, and still it stretches its streets in 
eyery possible direction. The natural grade of the land, so 
favorable to drainoge has resulted in a thorough system of sew- 
erage throughout the city, contributing to its natural salubrity, 
and permitting the convenience of baring dry cellars wherever 
desired. The soil is a compact mixture of clay and loam, ma- 
king good foundations for building and excellent for the purpo- 
ses of gardening. The climate is temperate and salubrious, the 
summer heat being tempered by the lake breezes, and the winter 
cold seldom falling below zero. It is in latitude 43 J (nearly) 
north, and in longitude 84 west, and nothing in the shape of 
marshy land lies within or near the city limits. It is the great 
centre of the lumber interest, having upwards of thirty saw 
mills within and close to it. It has a large and increasing num- 
ber of salt works, manufacturing a staple, to which there is no 
limit. Its fish trade rivals Newfoundland. in its extent, and is 
yet in its infancy. It is the head of navigation for vessels of 
the larger class. 

It has a railroad running into the city from Detroit, which 
makes that city 4 J hours within its reach. It has another on 
the west side of the river, "which gives a direct route to Chicago. 
Several plank roads radiate into the rich and productive locali- 
ties which surround it. A street railway connects it with 
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Portsmouth, a thriving town within two miles. It is connectel 
with Wenona, a rapidly rising city across the river, by a sub- 
stantial bridge ; with the growing villages of Bangor and Sail- 
burg by steam ferries, with the numerous towns springing up 
along the Bay shore, by first class steamers; with all the large 
cities on the lakes, by regular lines of steam packets. Fourteei 
hundred vessels of every description navigate its streams, eik 
gaged in the carrying trade. It is becoming the great centn 
of trade in the Saginaw Valley, to which all the towns and vil- 
lages around it, and on the Bay shores, are tributary, and iti 
gigantic railway schemes, having for their object the opening u{ 
of new and valuable territory, agricultural, mineral and lumber 
in addition to all the advantages which it already enjoys, makei 
it one of the most prosperous cities in the West, with its facto 
ries and founderies, magnificent buildings, first class stores, banks,^ 
churches, schools and miles of sidewalks, Nicholson pavement, 

fas lit streets, steady flow of capital, and labor, enterprifling 
usiness men, and eminently social attractions. Eight years ago 
its population was 810, this summer it has by a carefully taken 
census, been found to contain seven thousand; and considering I 
that the adjoining villages of Portsmouth, Wenona, Kaw-Kaw- 
Lin and Sakburg are all supporters of, and contribnte to the 
wealth of Bay City, it may in reality claim an average population 
of 11,000, without the thousands of sailors which annually crowd 
its streets, creating a steady demand for ship stores, food and 
clothing. 

THE PAST OR EAKLY HISTORY. 

In the celebrated treaty made by General Cass, between the 
Chippewa Indians, and the United States Government, on the 
24th of September, 1819, the section of land on which Bay City i 
is now built was reserved for John Riley, son of General Riley, 
of the State of New York; it contained 640 acres by actual 
survey. The General was at one time a trader with this tribe, 
and John was born of an Indian mother, hence the consent of 
the Indians to this reservation, which has since been styled the 
<<John Riley Reserve." 

Certain Indian traders had visited this Valley in the latter 
part of the last century, and were present at the Cass treaty.— 
Uapt. Joseph Marsac, of French descent, and now an old and^ 
much esteemed resident of Portsmouth, was there. In 1792| 
one Tebo, grand father of Joseph Trombley, of Bangor, and 
Mader Trombley, of Portsmouth,was a trader along these shores, 
and became a victim at the hands of the Indians. He was a

goldsmith by trade, and made silver medals and ornaments for 
them; he also worked as a blacksmith, and seems to have been 
a jack of all trades. He built two boats, or small vessels, for 
coasting in, and for doing his carrying trade between Saginaw 
and Detroit. He had a small stock of dry goods on hand with 
which he bartered for furs and game. He is said to have per- 
ished under the following circumstances. Having made a musk- 
rat spear for an Indian which did not seem in his eyes to be 
eqaal to one formerly made by Tebo for another brave, a quar- 
rel arose over the matter; the spear-maker got stabbed in the 
back, and had to take to one of his boats, in which he set sail 
for Detroit. On his way there he got knocked off his vessel by 
its boom, and being wounded and weak, was drowned. After he 
was gone the savages destroyed his remaining vessel, which was 
on the stocks uncompleted, and made way with his effects. 

One Gacbett Trombley, of Detroit, had also been a trader 
here about the same time ; and in 1832 Leon Trombley, Uncle 
of Joseph and Mader Trombley, was sent here to instruct the 
Indians in agriculture, but like a good many officials of the 
present day he also had a little business of his own to look after, 
and traded in furs, as well as furrows. 

Although up to this time, Saginaw City had for upwards of 
ten jears been a trading post, and was then a small white set- 
tlement, previous to 1832 there had been no white settlement 
at this point. In the words of Trombley, who would then have 
thought that a city would one day stand where there was 
nothing but swamp, with long grass, in which a man could stand 
and be hid — where there was scarcely an opening in the woods 
around it, in which the wolves made plenty of howling! 

In 1833 Benjamin Cushway was sent by the Government as 
fbkcksmith for the Indians, and four more Trombley s arrived, 
who remained to beget generations of Trombleys, and fill up 
pages of T's in future directories. 

In 1834, Joseph and Mader Trombley settled in Portsmouth ; 
they were the first white settlers there, and built the first frame 
knilding in Lower Saginaw, (which then comprised all this 
region) known now as the Center House. 

In 1836, Hon. Albert Miller, who for several years had been 
% trader in the Saginaw Valley, and was at that time farming 
on the banks of the Tittabawasse River, surveyed the town of 
Portsmouth, though he did not take up his residence there un- 
til 1848 ; in 1837, with B. K. Hall & Cromwell Barney, as 
partners, he erected there the first mill built in Lower Saginaw. 
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In the same year Thos. Rogers arrived there, he was a black- 
smith by trade. 

The first buildings erected at this point (after those of the 
Saginaw Bay Company) were the dwellings of Judge Campbell, 
now the Globe Hotel ; that in which his son Edward Campbell 
now lives ; the dwelling of Edward Derr (which stood about 
opposite to where Street & Co.'s drug store is) ; that of Thos. 
Rogers, (where the National Bank stands,) his blacksmith shop 
opposite to it, on Water street ; the house of Mr. Tait, which 
was built for a "Wild Cat Bank" (the paper of which, though as 
"pretty as a picture," failed to find a circulation) ; the little red 
store near the Wolverton House (which now belongs to a bar- 
ber) ; the old Pierce store (at the bridge), and the log house 
built by Leon Trombley, which was built about 1832, and was 
the very first white man's house erected down here — it stood 
where the Birney Block stands. These old landmarks are passing 
away, but a few of them — ^grown a little, and with new coats on 
— still stand to remind the old folks of old times. To return, 
however, to the foundation of this part of Lower Saginaw, is to 
go back to 1836. Until the year 1836 this was a mere trading 
post, and the white settlers numbered but a few souls. 

But about this time a new species of game known as wild 
CATS, began to fill up wild land and forests with hunters ; which 
had the efiect of raising the value of even this wild region in 
the eyes of speculators. In that year a company was formed in 
Detroit for the purpose of clearing a site here — then called 
Lower Saginaw — for a city, and was called the Saginaw Bay 
Company ; it numbered sixteen members, and purchased the 
Riley Reservation — 240 acres of which it laid out for the city. 
In 1837 it proceeded to erect buildings for its own use. It 
constructed a storehouse, and dock, foot of centre street — the 
dock still remains, but the building was destroyed by fire a few 
years age ; it also had an ofl&ce on Fifth street, which perished 
likewise, and a block-house for boarders — which now constitutes 
part of the dwelling occupied by James Shearer. The financial 
troubles of 1837 somewhat interfered with the early plans of the 
Company, and the new village might at that time have become 
a "deserted village," but for the perseverance and energy of the 
late James Fraser, one of its most enterprising members — a 
gentleman who never lost faith in this becoming in time the 
most important point in the Valley, whose plans never con- 
tained the elements of failure, and who henceforth, up to the 
time of his death, became ideatified with almost every im- 
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portant enterprise coDnected with the place. The Saginaw Bay 
Company, shortly after its organisation, issued scrip to the 
amount of its capital stock. The reverses of 1837 caused most 
^f the holders of this to part with it, a good deal of it forming 
assetts in different estates, was disposed of to the best advan- 
tage, or according to circumstances, part of it falling into the 
hands of mortgagees, and part paid away in liquidation of claims. 
The late James Eraser, who was influential in the formation ' of 
the Company, got considerable of this scrip by purchase. Dr. 
Fitzhugh, by mortgage and purchase, secured the largest pro- 
portion, the late Hon. James G. Birney was also a large holder 
by purchase, and Theodore Walker became possessed of a scrip 
in payment of outstanding claims ; so that, rather unfortunately 
for the place, the whole situation fell under the control of four^ 
or more properly speaking, three individuals. Some of the 
scrip being lost trace of, certain plats were set aside to meet it 
when presented, these have been mostly sold in lots, and tax 
titles given to purchasers of them. In this way three persons 
became nearly sole proprietors of the original interests of the 
Saginaw Bay Company, which, though still in existence with 
C. Fitzhugh, Esq., for trustee, like many other corporations, 
may be said to have no soul. 

During the winter of 1838-9 the townships in this vicinity 
were surveyed by the Government appointee, Dr. Rosseau, aid- 
ed by his namesake, now known as General Rousseau ; and in 
the spring following Louis Clauson arrived with a contract to 
survey the whole territory from Au Sauble to Thunder Bay. 
Next year Mr. E. Jewett made a survey of the Prairie Road, 
now Woodside Avenue. 

In 1838, Mr. S. S. Campbell, now Judge of Probate, arrived^ 
having been driven by wild cats out of Bridgeport, at Cass 
River bridge, where he laid the foundation of a future city, as 
he thought, and was appointed postmaster ; this appearing to 
he the highest post of honor within reach of a man's lifetime, at 
that point. Mr. Campbell was easily induced to pull up stakes, 
and driving his family, his cattle, and future prospects over the 
ice before him, he started for Lower Saginaw, and arrived here 
in the spring of that year. On the 19th of July, 1839, Stephen 
Wolverton arrived with a commission to build a Light-House 
at the mouth of the river. He commenced it, but it was com- 
pleted by Capt. Levi Johnson, who came here in May, 1840. 
H. Williams was its first keeper. In 1840, Thos. Rogers came 
here from Portsmouth, where he went in 1838 ; he was a black- 
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smith by trade, and died in 1852, of cholera, which prevailed 
in the settlement that year. Capt. Ben. J. Pierce, who figured 
considerably in the new domain, came ashore here in 1839. 
Ben. was landed here nolens volens on a Wave— a schooDer of 
that name which was driven hither by stress" of weather. He 
arrived in time to see a "big payment" of several thousand In- 
dians, and remained to get some. He built the first store here 
— which remains to remind him of those times. It is now oc- 
cupied and owned by McDowell & Park, and with the exception 
of a few new shingles, is still the original Pierce Store. Ben. 
gave $100 for the lot. He built several water craft after that 
— the Nelson Smith and others, and rebuilt the Hamilton, and 
called her the Julia Smith. In the latter he brought nearly 
all the German families who now reside in Sebewaing, Salzburg, 
Frankenlust, and other thriving German towns close by. Ben. 
has also been extensively engaged in the Fish Trade, and farm- 
ed some. He now lives near the Drake Mill, where he culti- 
vates, cogitates, vegetates and re-capitulates very happily. 

In 1840, a few more arrivals were registered. Mr. Seth 
Willey, Capt. McNifF, and the now well-known features of Capt. 
John S. Wilson, took up their abode here. Capt. Wilson, 
though an old salt, is still fresh looking and hearty as ever, and 
John was always known for his goodness of heart, as many a 
new comer in those days remember still. He is an old (ready 
reference) file now. 

In 1841, James Busby, Fred. Derr, Nathan Pierce, James G. 
Birney, James McCormick and his son James J. McCormick, 
arrived. 

In 1842, Frederick Backus came along with a new stock of 
goods, and started a general store — no doubt creating a sensa- 
tion amongst the ladies. The old Savage, a small vessel that 
had been trading between Saginaw and Detroit for some years, 
made her las; trip this year. The arrivals during the next six 
years, were like angels visits, "few and far between." The ar- 
rival of a new comer was almost an inconvenience, in those days, 
when cooks and waiters had to know "how many beans made 
five," which — with the piece of pork and a bit of venison — ^was 
daily prepared at "headquarters" for regulars. An old settler, 
speaking of that period, said, "man alive, there was nothing 
doing, and if a white dog came within a mile of us, we all knew 
it — ^let alone a man." Neverthless population increased, and 
the census at that time probably footed up fifty white people — 
exclusive of other animals, which were reckoned amongst the 
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familiar faces of the day, and were tame. The Indians, the 
wolves, the deer, the ducks, and other wild animals, visited and 
were visited regularly, all ' helping to "keep up appearances," 
but in all other respects the place knew no change. Strangers 
seeming loth to "put a foot in it." Going abread, meant fol- 
lowing the trail, and on the water every one paddled his own 
canoe. There were good Christians here, even in those days, 
and they held things in common — which was proper. 

The whole Saginaw region, until 1843, was included in the 
Township of Saginaw. In that year the township of Hamp- 
ton was organized, which included Lower Saginaw — as 
Bay City and Portsmouth was then called. The first 
township meeting for the town of Hampton, county of Sagi- 
naw, took place the following year, and was held at the 
house of Sidney S. Campbell ; the building known now as 
the Globe Hotel. It was an important meeting, and probably 
the first occasion which offered for testing the popularity of in- 
dividuals; a Supervisor had to be appointed. There is no 
record of caucuses having been held. No report comes to us of 
"party spirit running high," but as. there were no newspapers 
published here, in those days, no special correspondents, and but 
few telegraphs, the election was probably conducted peacefully 
and amicably — albeit the contest was a close one. There were 
but two candidates, Hon. James G. Birney and S. S. Campbell,, 
and the latter won by a head, the former got six votes and the 
latter seven. Eighteen hundred and forty-three had also the 
honor of providing a school house for the many children who 
now began to bother the old folks at home — a more lengthy 
notice of which will be found under the head of "Schools." The 
following year was a memorable one, being celebrated by a 
Presidential campaign, and because, even in those days, the 
country looked to Saginaw to supply it with material for a 
White House, and a President. Mr. Birney was again a can- 
didate for honors — this time in opposition to Henry Clay and 
James K. Polk — being the choice of the liberal party for 
President, which seems to have been in the minority, as Mr^ 
Birney was defeated. 

The situation of early settlers in Lower Saginaw at this time,, 
(1843) was anything but delightful ; they were still hemmed in 
by swamps and forests ; far from being well supplied with the 
common necessaries of life. Flour in those days was a luxury,, 
which even the richest could not always cbmmand, and they 
were far from the nearest city, to which there were no roads.. 
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In summer, an occasional opportunity ofFered to reach Saginaw 
City, or East Saginaw, which was then struggling into existence, 
and from thence to Pontiac, several days journey, as best could 
be done, over horrible roads, which were infested with mos 
qui toes and black flies. Winter brought a boon in the shape of 
an ice road, which gave good traveling occasionally, while the 
season lasted, but "the city" was still a distant fairy land, if 
anything was wanted, and the journey towards it a long one, 
with weather uncertain. During the season of navigation, ves 
eels only arrived at long intervals, and a journey to Detroit or 
Chicago involved a degree of doubt and anxiety, which an 
Atlantic trip now is entirely free from. It was then an un- 
certainty about getting away, it was a double uncertainty as to 
the when of getting back. Life was monotonous, languid and 
burdened with care, progress in the settlement slow, and what- 
ever hope may have looked for the future, the present fore- 
shadowed but little of the coming events* 

In 1844, Messrs. Fraser & Barney erected a water mill at 
Kaw-kaw-lin, and Mr. Fraser founded next year a large lumber- 
ing establishment at that point, and his example was speedily 
followed by others at different points on the Saginaw River 
here. 

In 1045-6, Hopkins, Pomeroy & Fraser put up a Mill where 
(}ates & Fay's now stands. It was burnt down in 1863. 

In 1847, Catlin & Fraser put up the first Mill built in this 
locality. It now belongs to Jennison & Rouse. 

In 1848, the settlement began once more to receive new- 
comers. In that year the faces of many who are even now familis^ 
faces, put in an appearance. Messrs. C. Munger, E. Park, J. 
B. Hart, B. B. Hart and J. S. Clemens, were amongst them. 
They were followed in 1849, by J. H. Little, J. S. Barclay, 
Alex. McKay, J. A. Weed and P. Perrbtt, all living to be sur- 
prised at the growth of the little settlement which greeted their 
arrival with outstretched hands, (for what they might have the 
fortune to bring,) 20 years ago. 

About this time, the only steamer that lashed the face of the 
usually placid stream — which slowly washed the banks which 
confined it^ wa^ a home-made, and "homely" looking craft called 
the Buena Vista — after the place where she was built. She 
was built by subscription, and commanded by Capt. Mowry, 
who brought her engine from Pittsburgh ; the average time 
which she made between East Saginaw and Lower Saginaw was 
12 hours. She was all hold and > no cabin, had rows of benches 
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for seats, and a stern wheel — after the manner of Mississippi 
boats. She was a failure, and fell into the hands of creditors^ 
and was shelved. Her machinery was afterwards transferred 
to the Whitney, which was built at Bangor by her namesake 
there, and was commanded by Daniel Burns, of local notoriety. 
One of the incidents of those days, was a race between the 
Buena Vista and the Wolcott, which was brought here by Capt. 
Uole and Engineer "Welch, and was in a later day known as the 
Gen. Scott. Dan. Burns commanded the "Home Made," and 
"went the whole hog," letting "all the fat in the fire," and start- 
ed the joints of his racer before he was five miles out, thuslj 
losing the $100 stakes. In 1849-50, the steamer Columbia ran 
weekly between Detroit and Saginaw. She had shortly a com- 
petitor in the Charter. Then came the Snow — built at Zilwan- 
kee — which plied between the Saginaws, under Capt. Welch, 
for several years, carrying passengers and doing a little in the 
tug line, as a few small vessels were trading here then. 

Notwithstanding these facilities for transporting the males and 
females of those days, the arrivals and departures of mails, were 
matters of uncertainty. Mr. Rogers was the first to open a post- 
office in this locality, whether by election or adoption, the oldest 
inhabitant is not posted, but the emoluments of office were 
limited. His place was where the Shearer Block now is. The 
mail was carried by a pedestrian, who started for Sagnaw City 
when the postage collected amounted to a day's work ; he re- 
turned the same d^y — bringing along, the written accumulations 
at the other end. He sometimes went in a canoe, and some- 
times he didn't. The postage to that city was 25 centg, but an 
answer back only cost a quarter. A letter took ten days to get 
to Detroit in this way, and an answer might be looked for in 
three weeks. 

During 1850-1, the enterprises consisted of the erection of 
McEwan's Mill, the arrival of Col. Raymond and his Mill, (now 
Shearer's,) the building of the First Catholic Church, and the 
opening of a store by Mr. C. E. Jennison, in partnership with 
James Fraser. Other new-comers, were C. Moulthrop, Capt. 
8. Carpenter, Capt. Cole, Capt. Welch, James Watson, Dr. 
Smith. 

1852 brought M. Watrous and the brothers Drake. The 
Drakes built their mill at Wenona, Mr. E. Staunton erected 
that now owned by H. M. Bradley ; Mr. James McCormick 
built his, and Peters' Mill, built by P. Doty, all started that 
year. Business increasing at this time, Munger & Park moved 
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into their new store, erected on N. Water street, between Third 
and Fourth, and now a "lager" shop. During a period of this 
year, the cholera prevailed to an alarming extent, making a sad 
and anxious time in Lower Saginaw. One of the first victims 
was Mr. Rogers, the blacksmith. Another was a Mr. Trout- 
man, who was engaged in Drake's Mill, and was the first to be 
buried in the Bangor Cemetery — now called Oak Ridge. 
Another was Mr. Munroe, and in all, upwaads of seventy deaths 
took place from that disease. The steamer Huron, Capt. Cot- 
terel, was running to this port from Detroit at that time ; he 
lost two of his officers by the disease, and ceased running until 
it disappeared. 

The Wolverton house ^vas built in that year, but was then a 
much smaller building than it now is. It was named after E. 
H. Wolverton, son of the Light-House builder. On the oc- 
casion, when J. S. Barclay, the proprietor, spoke of building an 
hotel, his companions all promised to help the enterprise, and 
its namesake promised a sign for it —on condition that it should 
bear the immortal name of Wolverton — hence the title. The 
opening scene is one of the memories of "old times," it was 
during winter — the boys had to drag the good things on a 
sledge from the upper city, and "a high old time" was the

The tug Lathrop, owned by Ben. Pierce, made her first ap- 
pearance that year, and was the pioneer tug on the Saginaw 
River. 

The Post-office this year was located in the dwelling on S. 
Water street, lately occupied by Professor Wells — the way to 
it was up to the knees in mud. An old, and much thought of 
citizen, Israel Catlin, was postmaster, and his good lady was as- 
sistant ditto. Israel Catlin has been an Enterprising and useful 
citizen, a pickle of that Salt which is "the Salt of the Ea^," 
and his influence for the last 20 years, is still bringing forth 
precious fruit. His name is connected with several enterprises 
mentioned elsewhere. As postmaster, he had not by any means 
a "soft thing ;" it partook more of the nature of a post mortem 
than a "living ;" the institution was self-supporting only, and 
might have been a pigeon-house, seeing that one pigeon-hole 
might have held all the letters —"men of letters" being scarce 
in those days. 

1863 brought forth new enterprises. The Methodist Church 
was erected then in waste places, at a time when the way to it 
was a hard road to travel. The ladies who selected the site, 
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went to the hole-y place in their husbands boats, and it is not 
reported that they ever got back. Pitt's Mill of to-day was 
built that year by General Partridge ; Watrous' Shingle Mill, 
at Portsmouth, also. 

The steamer Fox came up the river, that year from Buffalo, 
and prowled about for several years, and then returned. 

In 1863, Dr. Geo. Smith was appointed Postmaster — ^m the 
regular way — with the regular pay. He was then in the drug 
and grocery business, in a building which stood adjoining the 
present premises of Barse & Morris, hut which was long since 
reduced to ashes — as were probably some of the Doctor's 
patients — as the small-pox carried off a good many that year. 

In 1854 two more mills were erected in Lower Saginaw, — 
that of Eddy, Avery & Co., by Rogers Bros., and Braddock^s 
mill, by Marston & Co. Another enterprise this year was the 
building of a fore-and-aft schooner of 127 tons, and called the 
Java. She was built by J. A. Weed (now of Bangor) and Geo. 
Carpenter, at the foot of Second street, and cost over $5,000 — 
was fitted out for the fish trade, al^d was the first sailing vessel 
built at this point. Even vessels were cheap at that date, 
1855 was the year in which Lester & Co. built the mill now 
owned by N. B. Bradley. To give "fellow-citizens" an idea of 
the place, even after all these indications of progress, it may be 
stated tbat Jefferson street was the line of the woods ; between 
Water street and that boundary scarcely a house was standing, 
and between Center street and Portsmouth the buildings, whi(3i 
then stood on the east side of Water street, could have beon 
counted on a man's "bunches of fives." 

The great event of the year was the lurial of Gen. Partridge 
in the woods, where he cleared a lot and proceeded to make him- 
self comfortable by erecting the house which now stands at th^ 
southeast corner of Van Buren street. It was a great place for 
p.«fcTRiDGES at that time, and he was made game of for going out 
of the world into danger of being shot by sportsmen — as the 
father of partridges. During that year the fame of Saginaw 
reached the long ears of Canadians, and the Goderichians cam^ 
over to the Lower Saginawians and had a good time of it. 

1856 was honored by James Eraser coming to reside in 
Lower Saginaw, — where his estates principally were,-r-and in 
that year a newspaper was published — whenever there was news 
enough to fill the columns. Hitohcock & Dunham erected a 
niill that year, and the "return visit" wasma4e from Goderich. 
Up to the close of this year, this place was known as the village 
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of Lower Saginaw, and since 1848 had grown slowly but steadily. 
From 1861 to 1857, large tracts of lands, then in the hands of 
Government, were taken up in the lumber region of Saginaw, 
and the lumber trade gradually assumed gigantic proportions. 
Every year saw new mills going into operation here ; new set- 
tlers ; new buildings, and large additions to the laboring popula- 
tion — requiring more representatives in the various trades and 
professions, that flourish even in villages — had been the result; 
BO that at this time the community enjoyed a few conveniences 
and comforts, — had its stores, its schools, its churches, and its 
newspaper, and began doubtless "to feel its oats." 

As Lower Saginaw — and the smallest of the Saginaws— -it 
had neither a locale, nor maps, nor a fame abroad, but was lost 
in the general fame of the Saginaw Valley. The time had ar- 
rived for it to take a different place and a different name. 

MODERN HISTORY. 

In 1857, by an act of the. Legislature, the village of Lower 
Saginaw became Bay City, and henceforth had a separate in- 
terest in the minds of travelers to the Saginaw Valley ; and to 
assume important features, as the City near the Bay ; the set 
was approved July 10, and took effect immediately. On the 
17th of the same month, an act was approved by which the 
County of Bay was organized. The first election for County 
officers was held on the 9th of June following, when Nathan 
Simons was elected Sheriff; E. S. Catlin, County Clerk; James 
Watson, County Treasurer; S. S. Campbell, Judge of Probate; 
C. H. Freeman, Prosecuting Attorney ; Theodore M. Bligh, 
Register of Deeds; S. K. Wright, Circuit Court Commissioner, 
and James J. McCormick, County Surveyor. Many have been 
the changes in office since then, but the old pioneer, and "thb 
OLDEST inhabitant" of Bay City, to-day, still holds the honor- 
able position and title of Judge of Probate. 

1860 was the beginning of anew era in Saginaw, and starting 
in that year in the race of prosperity. Bay City began to show 
her points and to step out with amazing agility and steadiness. 
As a starting point, the year was marked by having a regular 
census taken, which gave the figures 810 as the population of 
the city. 

The Bay City & Tuscola Plank Road, with 12 miles planked 
to Blumfield Junction, was completed at that time and became 
an inlet for vast supplies of lumber, staves, shingles^ and agri- 
cultural products that had for years been shut out for want of a 
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road to the city. The effect was soon felt in the increase of 
trade and the immediate rise in the velue of property. 

It was the year of the discovery of Salt in Saginaw. Im- 
mediately on the fact being preved that strong brine had been 
[bund in East Saginaw a Company was organized here under the 
aame of the Bay City Salt Manufacturing Company, with Jas. 
Praser for President ; the enterprise was eagerly taken hold of 
by citizens, encouraged no doubt by the bounty offered by the 
State, in the act which had been recently passed, under which 
this Company formed. Shortly after this, another company 
organized in Portsmouth under the same act. In August, of 
I860, W. H. Fennell, of this city, shipped the first hundred bar- 
rels of Saginaw Salt that left the Saginaw Valley. It was put 
In board of the schooner John Wilson and sent to Goderich, 
but the quality was not No. 1 A., as the first experiment was 
performed under many disadvantages. In 1861 the Bay City 
Company perfected their operations and established the value of 
this locality, as to the quality and quantity of the brine which 
ibounded in it. In that year Messrs. Harkness & Sohne sunk 
I well 900 feet, and were speedily manufacturing good salt. 
the report of the success of these enterprises got noised abroad, 
md the production of the new staple was a means of drawing 
more capital into the city, of increasing the value of property, 
ind of stimulating the efforts of citizens to develop the advan- 
tages which surrounded their position. 

During this year the mill of Rust & Co. went into operation; 
ter. McDowell went into the foundry and laid the foundation of 
ID extensive business ; and H. S. Raymond started a news de- 
pot — an enterprise called forth by the demand for war news, 
rrevious to this Josh, had kept a few illustrated papers for the 
purpose of conveying some idea of what was going on outside of 
Bay City, but up to this time newspapers had been a luxury 
above the inclination of the masses. This year was also a 
memorable one to those who were in the habit of receiving let- 
lers ; the Post-office changed sides of the street, and was found 
one fine morning. o» the ofher aide, in charge of H. S. Raymond, 
who has held on to it until this day. In 1862 M. A. Rouech 
leased Judge CampbelPs houf^e — enlarged it, and called it the 
plobe Hotel. He was laughed at then as a visionary man, but 
bis visions have long ago taken solid shape. Mr. 0. Johnson 
lilso took up his residence here in that year, and started a boiler 
ihop, filling a want which had been long felt in Bay City. Mr. 
Watson started a stave mill the same year, where he is now pre- 
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paring to build, and the Lower Saginaw Salt Company conk' 
meneed operations in the manufacture of salt, followed by Dot 
sen & Walker in the same line ; these enterprises indicated pivj 

fression, but gave little promise of the flow of prosperity whiel 
ad even then set in towards this point. J 

1863 was an eventful year in both gains and losses. In thij 
year James Watson erected his saw mill ; N. B. Bradley cow 
meneed making salt at his salt works ; Pitts & Co. followed soi^ 
at their works, and Smith & Hart struck brine at their well- 
all adding to the wealth of the place. In that year the Ameoh 
can Express Company opened an office here, previous to whicU 
East Saginaw had been the nearest office, and the cost of gettiJ 
a parcel to and fro was 50 cents each way. The Baptist ChurJ 
was built during the same year, and was counted amongst thl 
gains. The losses this year were considerable also, to inw 
viduals, and yet these were ultimately the price paid for loci 
improvement, as are all conflagrations in the early histories m 
cities. On Sunday, the 12th of July, 1863, (a celebrated dall 
in history,) a fire broke out in Simons' grocery store, on Centfl 
street, which stood east of where the Fraser House now standi 
and it rapidly spread in all directions; the whole block, con* 
sisting mostly of wooden buildings, extending from Cent* 
street back to Seventh street, was entirely consumed ; at thj 
same time the devouring element swept across Water street t 
fastened on everything consumable there, reducing to ashes i 
mill which stood where Gates & Fay's now stands, a valuabl 

)ile of lumber, and every intervening structure. The din 
OSS on that occasion footed up $50,000. The indirect gain ^ 

the elegant brick blocks which now occupy the burnt district. 
The Carneys had their factory on the site now occupied bf ! 

Union Block, and rebuilt the same year, where their Sash, Do« 

and Blind Factory now stands, to reward them for their pludj 

and industry. 

1864 appeared during the excitement and anxiety of the latt 
rebellion, and the universal prosperity of the North, arising 
from the profitable pursuits of industry. The demands create(| 
by the exigencies of war, for nearly all the manufactures of tW 
North, gave an impulse to the lumber trade, a eorresponding 
increase to the circulating medium, and to the value of property. 
The discovery of Salt had its share in enhancing the value of 
lands, but the state of the money market had much to do with 
it also. Lands that in 1862 sold for $10 an acre, rose to $301 
and $500 in 1864, making timber districts of treble value on ac- 
count of the wood then used in the manufacture of salt. TlJj 
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local incidents of that year were the erection of a mill by Dol- 
sen & Walker ; the first operations of the Atlantic Salt Com- 
paDy ; the opening proceedings in Crosswaithe's Ship Yard ; 
the building of the Bay City Bridge ; the erection of buildings 
on the district burnt the previous year ; the extension of the 
telegraph wires to Bay City and the opening of a telegraph 
office ; the opening of the railroad from Flint to Holly — allow- 
ing ^he mail from Detroit to get through to jBay City in one 
day, and the erection of several private houses. In that year 
the School census for Bay county gave a total of 1,162, — and 
Hampton only claimed 649 of these. This was only four years 
«go. 

In June, 1864, Wm. Kennedy, a Rural New- Yorke — ripe 
for business — arrived, and began publishing the Bay City Sig- 
nal. In that year public opinion had two sides. In October, 
Mr. Bryce laid down the pen and took up the sword ; the Preis 
became the Bay City Journal^ with John Culbert as editor — who 
aubsequently became its proprietor also. In those days war 
prevailed — and the pen was mighty as the sword. 

A local item, which was gratefully pounced upon by the city 
press of that day, stated a sporting fact which proved that there 
was some growling amidst, the symptoms of progress. On a 
warm evening in July, Dr. Kinderman went out on the Midland 
road to hold an examination of the circumstances imder which 
Bmall porkers were nightly disappearing, as if the Hebrews were 
peperating them from beans. Upon complaint being made, by a 
Buckling to the Dbctor in ambush, that he was growing weak^ 
weak, weak, the Doctor sent two pills towards the parts most 
effected, and discovered that he had killed an enormous black 
bear, he immediately held a post mortem examination — skinned 
the brute — appropriated his hams, potted the grease, and went 
home with a fine head of hair. The Doctor claims to this day 
ftat he stood (probably on his hind legs) six feet high — barely. 
, 1865 began to call loudly for a railroad between Bay City 
fad East Saginaw, and bequeathed the request to its successors ; 
^ that time a line of Stages was running between these points, 
^nd a journey to Detroit and back consumed three days. 
Another mill was added to those already running that year, by 
polsom & Arnold, and the trade of the city having, in the eyes 
jf the old merchants, assumed considerable proportions, a Board 
of Trade was forthwith organized, which held regular meetings 
in a building where the Griswold Block now stands. "Keep 
moving," was the cry of citizens for many years, and this year 
they moved lively. The city railroad, only began during the 
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summer of that year, was a fait accompli in the. followLDg fail, 
uniting Portsmouth and Bay City in the iron grasp of railroiJ 
connection. Although Bay City, for seven or eight years, hd 
been in reality only a village, or indeed part of one — so tospeal 
— seeing that it included Portsmouth in its territory — the tii« 
had arrived when within itself it eould claim all the appoint- 
ments of a city ; and while it was preparing to keep its in» 
hold on its twin-sister, it was also taking steps to get a lepl 
separation from her. In 1865-6, then, this big village becjune 
A CITY, and its first charter election took place on tbe2drf 
April, 1865, when N. B. Bradley was elected the first Major- 
a well merited honor bestowed on one who had always manfesttt 
a disposition to promote the best interests of a place wherebe 
had considerable stake. Mr. Bradley's fitness for the position 
could not for a moment have been called in question, since, ia 
the following year he held the high and honorable position d 
Senator, and justified the esteem in which he was universallj 
held. The city at this time began to gain substantial promisa 
of a speedier growth than had been yet anticipated. The Fraaer 
House, then building, was a preparation for that future vhidi 
• already dawned on the vision of the far-seeing and enterprising 
citizens. 

Another disastrous fire occurred that year which resulted ifl 
a mixture of good and evil. On Sunday (again), October 4th, 
1865, a fire broke out in James Watson's building, on N. Water 
street, and pursued its destructive course to the foot of Fm 
street, completely consuming some nine or ten stores on that 
side of Water street. The opposite side, facing that scene, 
fared no better ; the whole block, from the corner of Center to 
the next corner of Fifth, shared the same fate — which thus 
swept away the main business portion of the city at a loss to in- 
dividuals of $120,000. The Board of Trade was lost in the 
debris, and was heard of no more, and for a while "trade went 
by the board." Shortly after this, fire limits were establishe^r 
which prevented the erection of wooden buildings west of Sagi- 
naw street, and although considerable opposition was manifested 
to that course, the wisdom of it was very soon perceived in the 
appearance of handsome brick stores, where only unsightly 
frame buildings stood before. 

1866 saw lOi miles of the Bay City & Midland Plank Road 
completed, and as another outlet to the world beyond Bay City» 
and one of the many feeders to it, which had been mapped out 
in the minds of its citizens ; the event was a source of congratu- 
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Ifttion, being an indication of further progress in tapping the 
natural tributaries to the rising city. Unfortunately the good 
work was arrested for a while at that stage. 

Water street was greatly improved that year. Messrs. Wal- 
thausen, Heuman and Zehner set the example by erecting brick 
stores on the west side of the burnt district, and these soon found 
their Via a Vis, erected by Messrs. Lord, Walthausen, Loven- 
stein and Babo. Mr. H. Griswold erected his brick block of 
four stores. Mr. James Shearer planted his magnificent block, 
in good taste and spirit, by making it in keeping with its splen- 
did neighbor at the opposite comer — the Fraser House. Mun- 
SBr & Co. — the oldest merchants in Bay City, who had traded 
ere profitably for over twenty years, and been foremost in many 
of the public enterprises, and the making of improvements 
•were not slow to catch the building fever, nor behind in prevail- 
ing ideas, as may be seen by the building which they also raised 
that year uniform with Shearer's, — and still the healthy mania 
spread ; up went the Union Block ; erected by Phillips aud 
Brooks and H. Griswold. Here and there, isolated cases of 
the fever broke out — in red bricks all over a lot ; Dr. Cross had 
it, and erected the building now occupied by D. R. Williams ; 
A. L. Stewart, the confectioner, erected a sweet thing on Cen- 
ter street. By this time all the masons and bricklayers in the 
Coonty were under orders, and cold weather setting in the fever 
abated — only to break out again the following year. Outside 
of the city two avenues were being opened, which were to give 
the city winter outlets to markets for its staples, and through 
which annual additions were to be made to an enterprising peo- 
ple. In August of that year, work was commenced on the Bay 
City & East Saginaw Railroad with great energy, and at the 
same time the Jackson, Lansing & Wcnona road was also being 
built. 

1867 received the spirit of its predecessor, finished its uncom- 
pleted enterprises and started numbers of its own. The long- 
talked of scheme for dredging the outer bar, at the mouth of 
the river, so as to admit the largest vessels to this port, was 
fairly commenced at last, the completion of which would im- 
mediately place Bay City on vantage ground, superior to any 
in the Valley. The necessity of having this done had been seen 
4t an early day, but until the organizetion of Bay county, op- 
posing interests prevented the work from being accomplished. 
It was proposed at one time to have it done at the expense of 

this, and Saginaw county, but difficulties arose in apportioning 
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the cost, and finally a grant of $83,000 was obtained for the 
purpose from the Government, through the efforts of John ¥. 
Priggs, member of Congress, and Gen. T. Cram was appointed 
to carry out the great work. The passage was to be 200 feet 
wide and 12 feet deep, which gave about 60,000 cubic feet to be 
excavated — as 7i feet was the average depth before. The depth 
to be excavated — 4i feet — was composed of sand and gravel for 
3 feet, and 1 J feet of clay and hard pan ; the latter forming the 
upper portion of the banks would run no risk of being washed 
away. Mr. Brown, of Thorold, Ontario, got the contract for 
the undertaking, a gentleman of most extensive experience on 
both sides of the Canadian line, in the construction of public 
works, and whose appointment was hailed with general satisfac- 
tion. 

The local improvements and enterprises completed in 1867. 
were very many ; two more Churches were erected and opened 
for worship — the German Bethel (Lutheran) and the Universal- 
ist Churches. Messrs. Smith & Hart erected their mill ; Car- 
iere & Co. began one; McDonald & Co. built their grist miU 
and had it running ; the Fraser House was completed and open- 
^ ; miles of new side- walks were laid ; sewers were made in 
various streets ; Water street — from Sixth to Third street— 
and a portion of Center street, were laid with Nicholson pave- 
ment. The Averill Block, on Center street, was built ; the 
Birney Block, on Water street ; the Campbell Block, on the 
flame street ; and a large number of elegant residences went up 
throughout the city, not one of which were to rent in the fall- 
• But the great events of the year were the completion of both 
railroads, with cars running to Detroit in four hours a-half, 
and a direct route to Chicago — without going around to the fo^ 
mer city. During the summer, one of the events of the year 
was a visit from the Canadian Press Association, which com- 
prised nearly the whole editorial staff of the New Dominion ; 
they came over the lake in the Clinton, were warmly received, 
treated sumptuously here, at East Saginaw and Saginaw City; 
departed wonderfully impressed with the prosperity of the Sagi- 
naw valley, and gave glowing accounts of each place in the next 
issues of their several papers. The car of progress being thus 
on the track, with an irresistable motive power to impel it, on- 
vrard it goes. 

1868 has added more to the growth and wealth of the cit/ 
than any previous year. The number of public buildings, brick 
stores^ and private dwellings in course of erection are the best 
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evidences that can be adduced of the rapid growth of this favor- 
ed place. The magnificent Court House, the beautiful School 
House, the imposing structure erected by the Catholics, the 
handsome architectural design about to be put up in shape by 
the Baptists. The Heuman Block, the Simon store, McEwan's^ 
the elegant Bouch Block, CampbelFs addition, and, what 
eclipses them all, J. J. McCormick's splendid iron and brick 
block, besides 600 private residences, — all commenced since 
navigation opened, — ought to convince the most skeptical that 
the prosperity of Bay City is no mushroom growth, but a solid^ 
lasting reality which must continue, until within a few years it 
will be known as the northern metropolis of the State. 

Much of this general movement was due to the relaxing 
policy of proprietors, which placed property in a more market- 
Me shape, and made room for capital. The division of the 
Praser estate, which had been so long locked up by the death 
of the proprietor, put it into the power of the heirs to sell or 
improve it, The platting of the property in various parts of 
the city, — putting it into lots, fencing it, opening new streets,, 
and extending others, — created an unprecedented activity in 
real estate here; large transactions took place daily, private 
citizens bought eligible lots, who before were opposed to build- 
ing. Speculation grew rife. Capital sought investments here^ 
attracted from the East ; every fresh settler in the city became 
a purchaser of property, and the tide set in, which, in the affair* 
of cities as well as individuals, when taken advantage of, leads, 
on to fortune. 

Quick to see and feel the influences which prevailed, the busi- 
ness community sprang to action and prepared to meet the issues, 
of these events. New schemes for swelling the tide were pro- 
posed, new railroad routes were mapped and surveyed, Com- 
panies organized and. shares disposed of ; the roads in existence 
were to be extended, plank roads were to be made — radiating to 
all points, tapping pent up settlements, and streams of trade^. 
and all these plans for building up the city and increasing trade,, 
sailed for more stores to attract and meet the wants of new 
comers. 

Every month is bringing some improvement, — additional evi- 
dences of growth and prosperity. New streets are being opened 
ttp, affording more room for building sites. The streets hava 
received new dressings, and will shortly be lighted by gas — a. 
Gas Company having sprung into existence during the year^ 
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which has laid pipes, built works, and offices, and promises to 
give gas in a few weeks. 

The important work of dredging the bar has been completed, 
elevating the port of Bay City to rank with any on the Lakesr— 
with a river navigable for vessels of the largest class, and a 
harbor in which a Great Eastern could tucn.- The Jmrneaiei 
docks built by the F. & P. M. R. E., at the river terminus, an^ 
completed, where versels may receive the products of the State 
or deliver for consumption, in cities and towns along the line| 
the various kinds of merchandise which compose their cargoes* 
Lumber, salt and fish have only to be deposited at these docksi 
to find their way with despatch to all the markets East aud 
West, 

In the southern part of the city, the erection of buildings hj^ 
the Agricultural Society of the County, on a handsome piece of 
ground, adjoining the princely looking dwelling of J. J. Mc- 
Cormick, tells of the arrival of another era in the history of the 
County, which will date the introduction of agriculture and the 
cultivation on an extensive scale, of all the products of the 
farm. 

In the midst of all these signs of activity and enterprise, there 
has not been wanting those institutions which supply the oil 
for the whole machinery. The First National Bank of Bay 
City which this year rose Phoenix-like from the ashes of a ruin, 
and stands like a sentinel guarding the wealth and commercial 
interests of a thriving city, has been the means of facilitating 
many of the great movements of the day. The Exchange Bank, 
with its association of men who have made money here, and who 
know its value, has also appeared on the busy scene this year, 
and fans the sails which impel the Argosies of Commerce on 
their way. The young men associated themselves together to 
throw into one common fund all their influence and the weight of 
their example, to mould the religious and moral character of 
their class, to guard the avenues which lead to destruction, and 
to open up healthy resources to which the homeless and friend- 
less might go for pleasure and profit. This year was improved 
by the formation of the Young Mens' Christian Association, the 
opening and furnishing of their rooms, the introduction of a 
supply of newspapers and healty literature, a large meeting of 
citizens to pledge themselves to its support, and a long list of 
life members. 

Onwards and upwards is the motto engraved on the figure- 
head of the city which rules on the waters of the Saginaw ; 
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''.Excelsior^' is the cry of the genius which impels it, and fate 
writes on the gates of other cities — Ichabod. 

FUTURE PROSPECTS. 

All history demonstrates that the natural tendency of com- 
merce is towards the mouth of rivers; although in the past, this 
tendency may have been counteracted by artificial means, at 
points east of this, the natural law has been surely and silently 
operating in favor of the City near the Bay. Time has removed 
nearly all the obstructions which have hitherto detained the 
full flow on its way, and the railway enterprises which lately 
have fed the commercial stream are sending it hither with in- 
creasing velocity. The removal of the bar at the river's mouth, 
which closed the gates against vessels of even average size, has 
made this the port of the Saginaws — with its deep water, ex- 
tensive anchorage, ample docks, and breadth of stream — features 
peculiar to this locality alone in the Saginaw Valley, the im- 
provement permits the unimpeded progress to this port of every 
craft that sails or steams around the lakes ; and effects a daily ' 
saving, in lighterage alone, of one thousand dollars, which is 
just so much wealth added to the place. The time has passed 
away when the progress of the city depended on the policy of 
one or two individuals, the force of the full tide]^has swept aside 
all the accumulated drifts of years, and landed them high and 
dry at high-water mark, exposed to decay. Evidence is not 
wanting that this stream of prosperity is bearing on its surface 
a steady increase of capital and labor which is seeking employ- 
ment. What is to check this tide, which is carrying^ay City 
so rapidly onward, if her citizens are true to their interests? 
How can the capital and labor, which is being directed to this 
point, be profitably employed, so as not only to retain all that 
comes along, but that it shall also attract more, and so build up 
the manufacturing, commercial and agricultural interests which 
are centering around it ? The various railway schemes which 
now occupy the minds of leading capitalists and men of enter- 
prise, and jjwhich are intended to open up new avenues to the 
natural resources of this and neighboring regions ; the new plank 
roads which are to open up the forests and pierce agricultural 
districts ; the large and substantial railroad docks which have 
been built by the river, and the rapid erection of stores and 
warehouses in the business portion of the city, all point to a 
steady determination on the part of the community to take every 
advantage of the situation, by developing every source of wealth 
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natural to it, and being fully prepared to meet every want, and 
reap every advantage which may turn up in consequence. The 
natural advantages its position offers for manufacturing, most 
make Bay City the principal seat of manufactures ; not only 
must all future enterprises of that kind in this Valley be under- 
taken here, but many older ones now operating at a disadvan- 
tage from the head of navigation, will be compelled to remoTe 
to the competing point. The remarkable activity which is 
taking place in the transfer of pine lands, suggest the probability 
that those which are available for the lumbering trade will soon 
be in the hands of but a few individuals, which will in time nar- 
row down the annual product of that now leading staple of the 
Saginaw Valley ; for this reason encouragement will be given 
for the establishment of the hundred and one other branches of in- 
dustry for which there are openings here, and a market at home 
and abroad. While capital and labor is settling here, a few 
suggestions may help to retain it. 

The following are a few of the enterprises which might be 
gone into at once, and would command a local sale, a market all 
along the shores and throughout the State : A Pail and Tub 
manufactory, a Chair and Furniture factory, a Woolen mill, a 
Paper mill, a Band-box manufactory, a Stove and Plough 
foundery, a nail factory, a Boot and Shoe manufactory, a Pot- 
tery, a Brick- Yard, and probably a great many others. 

Now that vessels can sail into port with full freights, and 
command loads in return, goods can be laid down as cheaply 
here as at any port in the West, which will have the effect of 
building up an extensive wholesale business. There can be do 
reasonable excuse for allowing the Shore and local trade to pass 
eastward, if it can be done at this point, and time will doubtless 
soon establish large wholesale groceries and dry good firms here, 
which will divert a stream of trade which now passes our doors. 

The completion of the Bay City & Midland Plank Boad will 
multiply the benefits which have accrued to the city since it 
reached the town of Williams, and will make Midland itself 
tributary to our prosperity ; the region of woodland and rich 
farm product land through which it passes, will henceforth pour 
a stream of wealth aloog its avenues and find a reservoir in Bay 
City. The Unionville Plank Koad, which the people have 
voted to be built, will open up a trade with the rapidly develop- 
ing counties of Tuscola and Huron, bringing in the products of 
the soils to exchange for the contents of our stores — a trade 
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which now finds a channel to other cities and amounting an- 
nually to $75,000. 

The building of the Northern Michigan Railroad, for which a 
Company has been organized, will open up direct communication 
with Lapeer, through some excellent pine country, and also 
through the finest wheat growing section of the State, the result 
cannot but be largely beneficial to Bay City, as the products of 
the soil through which the line will pass, will command a ready 
market here at the highest prices and greatly increase the trade 
of the city. From Lapeer to Port Huron a railAiay would soon 
be constructed which would shorten the route to BuiFalo nearly 
80 miles. The Northern road, which will also give direct com- 
munication with the mineral regions' of the Upper Peninsula, 
will in time establish iron works here, on an extensive scale, and 
constitute this the Beehive of the Valley. 

With the foundations of a large and thriving city, so well 
laid, no means should be left untried to enlarge our sources of 
success, or to open up avenues to others which surround us, but 
which are still pent up. The position of Bay City is eminently 
advantageous, nothing can rob her of that ; but, at the same 
time, over-confidence contains elements of danger, and may 
cause procrastination where prompt action is required. She has 
rivals which are not to be despised, and should she at any time 
be caught slumbering at her ease, the lancet may be applied 
which may drain her of her life, and the very elements of her 
prosperity, and the foundation of her hopes, may be snatched 
from her grasp. At present, nothing foreshadows such a future, 
our sagacious citizens have their sentinals at watch, and have 
already given evidence that in all that constitutes energy, enter- 
prise and public spirit, they are largely endowed. Our increase 
in population, in business, and in wealth is regular and without 
interruption, a solid reality. 
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So much has been recently written concerning this, the main 
staple of the Saginaw Valley, and so many valuable, because reli- 
able, statistics of it have been published and extensively circulated 
during the last two years — including the present Summer, that 
httle remains to be said in addition to what has been well stated, 
and as accurately as the immense interests involved, the still vast 
amount of uncut lumber, and the contingencies of the trade allowed, 
in calculating either its present value or its future prospects. The 
lumber tract of this regicm, it is admitted, will afford an abundant 
supply for many years to come, quite sufficient for the wants of the 
present generation, if not for many of its successors, including both 
manufacturers and consumers. It will be the task of the compilers 
of the 20th century to show by figures how many of the trees then 
stand within this district which now are countless, and to point 
out where the millions who are now " looking to Saginaw " for 
lumber supplies, may look, when indications of exhaustion appear 
in a region which now seems almost inexhaustible ; sufficient has 
been written and read by those who are more immediately interested 
in the supply, both in the way of caution and encouragement ; so 
that nothing remains for the present writer to say, beyond what 
directly relates to Bay City. 

There are sixteen mills in Bay City alone, in which over $700,- 
000 capital has been invested, employing about 500 men, and which 
in 1807, cut 91,15(),325 feet of lumber, besides 14,510,300 pieces of 
lath. This represents a larger lumber trade at this point than is 
done at any othc in the valley, and if we include those at Ports- 
mouth, Wenona, Bangor, Kawkawlin and Salzburg, which mav all 
he included in this l(»c«ality, the total number will foot up to 33 
mills, with an annual capacity of th ret- hundred and forty-Jice mit- 
^ion feet of lumber — and new mills are erected every year. When 
we consider that the profits arising from this immense business, is 
w)much wealth accumulating ai-ound us, in the hands of enterpri**- 
mg business men, who are continually re-investing it in new 
ventures and in local improvement**, too much importanr^e cannot 
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be attached to the lumber trade of Bay City, which roust continae 
to attract buyers from the markets of the West, and most of the 
markets from the East. Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit, Toledo, 
Cleveland and Buffalo, will send their largest vessels to this, the 
head of navigation ; every stream and river that is tributary to 
the Saginaw, will bear on its surface the future freights of the hun- 
dreds of vessels that sail from Bay City. Her streets will con- 
tinue to be crowded by captains, sailors and *• dock-woUopers," 
and all the signs of a shipping port. Our railroad cars will con- 
tinue to be laden with freights for other roads, canals, rivers and 
oceans, and returning, will bring us new citizens, more capital, 
more labor, adding continually to the growth and prosperity of 
" the fastest city in the West." Nor will the profits of the lum- 
ber trade end when the last log has been cut, and the saws have 
been sold for old metal. 

The thousands of acres of rich and productive soil, which are 
now partly cleared of timber, and are waiting for the tillers of the 
earth, will then be known as the best agricultural section in the 
State ; this will then be one of the finest wheat regions known, 
and one celebrated for fruit, pasture, and all the cereals raised in 
the West. The low price at which lands around us are offered, 
must invite a large emigration which will build up this new and 
permanent industry. So that the hundreds who would have been 
engaged in the woods and the mills — should the lumber trade, by 
any unforeseen and extraordinary circumstances become a thing of 
the past, before these acres are farmed — will find fresh field for 
labor and get to the roots of the old staple. The vessels that pre- 
viously carried the lumber of the Saginaw will find new kinds of 
freight to laden them down. The sawmills converted into flour 
mills, will furnish bread for the millions who occupy houses made 
of Saginaw lumber, and still elevators will be required to load the 
largest class of vessels with the surplus grain. 

This is no extravagant picture, but the natural inferences to be 
drawn from a statement of what exists now, and a historical 
knowledge of what has followed in other places similarly circum- 
stanced. But for a period of time which the present generation at 
least will occupy, the lumber trade of this city must necessarily 
go on increasing ; not only will new mills be erected, adding to it8 
wealth and population, but old mills from older places will be re- 
moved to the head of navigation to save the expense of lighters, 
and to find employment for capital and labor. The farming inter- 
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ests, fostered and encouraged by Agricultural Societies and pro- 
moted by a liberal scheme for inducing emigration to our vacant 
lands, will grow up side by side with the lumber trade, finding 
mutual support and a home market. 

As an appendix to the foregoing hastily thrown together remarks 
on a momentous subject, we now give historical sketches of the 
different mills in Bay City and below it, which will shew the steady 
increase in the trade, and the enterprising character of the men 
who have built it up and given us a city to be proud of. We give 
them in the order in which they stand on the river, and in all cases 
the capacity given is (or days of 12 hours only.

JAMES McCORMICK'S MILL. 

Oft IVater Street, between Twenty -First aihd Twenty-Second Streets, 

This mill was built in 1852 by Mr. James J. McCormick, the 
enterprising proprietor, and son of the pioneer of that name. It 
was built in 1852, and was then but an humble sawyer ; with an 
upright and an edger it cut during the season 1,000,000 feet. In 
1859 considerable improvements were made in the mill, which in- 
creased its capacity five fold: A new engine superseded the old, 
having a 14 inch cylinder with 30 inch stroke, requiring an addition 
of two boilers ; the old upright got notice to quit, and a new and 
improved one took its place ; then followed a circular, edger, cut- 
off saw, latli works and all the appurtenances of a modern first- 
class mill, cutting five millions in a i^eason leisurely, with the aid 
of twenty- two men. 

The lumber is sold partly at the mill and the balance shipped 
east. 



A. RUST & CO. 

Mill foot of Twentieth Street, 
The owners ot this mill are one of the most extensive lumber 
manufacturing firms in the State. They have establishments in 
both the Saginaws, besides other points on the River, and contem- 
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plate extending their operations nearer the Bay. The mill here 
was built in 1861 by the firm of John P. Rust & Co., which in 
18G5 became A. Rust & Co. It contains a gang, an uprie;bt, an 
edger, and lath mill, cutting 4,000,000 feet in a season, employing 
twenty-one men. 

The lumber is shipped partly to the Eastern markets and partly 
to the Western,- the balance being sent to Cleveland, where the 
firm have an extensive lumber yard. They do all their own for- 
warding, and own the steam barges Bay City^ East Siighiaic^ and 
Geo. W, Bissell. 

It is proposed to increase the capacity of this mill next winter 
80 that it will cut 6,000,000, and to sink a shaft for salt, and erect 
works beside the mill. Such are the effects of Rust in this Val- 
ley. Not until the name passes away will it become rust3^ 



WATSON & O'BRIEN. 

Mill located on S. Water Street, foot of Seventeenth Street, 

This mill was erec^d by Mr. James Watson in the fall of 1863, 
and commenced operations the following season with a circular 
saw, cutting capacity 3,000,000 for the season. In 1866 Mr. Wat- 
son was joined by Mr. M. W. O'Brien, of Chicago, when the mill 
was enlarged and its capacity increased to about 7,000,000. It now 
contains two circulars, lath mill, patent gang and edger, employ- 
ing 32 men. 

The logs are brought from rivers Kawkawlin, Rifle and Titta- 
bawassee, and the lumber is mostl}^ shipped to Chicago. 



X. B. BRADLEY & CO. 

Mill foot of Fourteenth Street. 
This mill was partly built by Hester, Carrington & C(»., in 1854, 
who disposed of it the following winter to Frost & Bradley, of Chi- 
cago, b}^ whom it was completed and started in 1855. Its capacity 
was then 4,000,000 for the sea^son. In the winter of 1862 the 
present owners became possessed of it, and raised its capacity to 
about 8,000,000, employing about 36 men. It contains now two 
circular saws, one upright, edgers, lath mill and stave machine. 
The lumber is all sold at the mill to purchasers from both East 
and West. 
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Mei$srs. N. B. Bradley & Co. intend putting ^ gang into their 
mill next winter. 

THEIR SALT WORKS 

Are situated corner of Sixteenth and Water Rti-eets, and yield 
50 bbls. a day. They are now boring another well beside .their 
mill. When their new works are completed they expect to manu- 
fiicture 100 bbls. daily between their two blocks. The old works 
were built in 1863, and employ 10 men The depth of the well is 
about 1,100 feet. The salt is A No. 1, with 8ti*ength 100, and is 
disposed of by the Saginaw & Bay Salt Co. The fuel used is slabs 
and saw dust Irora the mill. They begin to manufacture about the 
middle of April and discontinue first of December. Their baiVels 
are all made by themfeelves, the staves^ being made at their mill 
and the headings at the salt works. 



WM. PETERS' MILL. 

li^at&r Street. 

This mill was erected in 1852 by Wm. P. Doty, now deceased. 
It contained one circular and one upright saw. ' After his death it 
was purchased by the present proprietor, who put a gang oi saws 
and an additional upright into it, giving a present capacity of 7,000,- 
000 in the usual season. It gives tibout 30 men employment. The 
timber for it is procured near the rivers Pine and Tittabawassee, 
and the lumber goes to Toledo and the West. Mr. Peters came 
from Columbiavilla, Lapeer Co. 



EDDY, AVERY & CD'S MILL. 

Foot of Eleventh Street, 

The history of this mill begins in 1854, when the firm of Rodgers 
& Bros, 'aid what now appeal's to have been only the foundation 
of a large concern. It had then only one upright saw, which cut 
7,000 feet per day and employed 10 men. In 1856 Miller & But- 
terfield became its proprietors, who gave it an increased capacity 
by the introduction of a circular saw, bringing up the daily yield 
to 20,000 feet ; this firm ran it for four years, and then Mr. But- 
terlieid sold out to N. Barnard and Angus Miller, and they con- 
tinued the business under the firm of Miller, Barnard & Co. They 
put in another circular saw, a new and larger engine, new boilers. 
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and new energies, whereby they increased the capacity of the mill 
to 36,000 per day. 

In 1864 the present owners purchased it, and made further im- 
provements in and around the establishment, making it the most 
important mill in the place. It now turns out 8,000,000 in the 
seven months season. The engine now in use by E. A. & Co., is a 
" thing of beauty and a joy forever," the pet of the house, the 
admired of. all admirers, and was made by our enterprising Bay 
Citizens, McDowell & Sons. Eddy, Avery & Co. employ upwards 
of 40 men, and are now building salt works in connection with 
their mill. They are enterprising gentlemen and favorably men- 
tioded at home and abroad. 



H. M. BRADLEY & CO'S MILL. 

Foot of Tenth Street, 

This was one of the first ventures in the mill line in Bay City, 
having been built by Elijah Stanton, in 1852. It ran first with a 
small engine, but which was replaced in 1863 by a larger one. 

In 1857 Beebe & Atwood bought it, and after running it for two 
years, Mr. Stanton resumed possession and disposed of it to the 
present proprietors. It then contained two boilers, one engine 
with a 13 by 30 inch cylinder, one roulay saw and one " Kitten's 
siding mill," having a capacity of 2,000,000 feet of lumber annu- 
ally. During the spring of 1860 the mill was thoroughly repaired, 
the siding mill being replaced by a large circular, and in the follow- 
ing season it cut 3,200,000, furnishing employment for 17 men. In 
1861 the production was increased nearly 200,000, In 1862 the 
size of the circular was increased, when the production reached 
nearly 4,000,000 feet. In 1863 another boiler was attached and 
an enlarged and improved circular machine was added, carrying a 
66 inch saw, since which the amouDt of lumber manufactured has 
steadily increased, until the annual production has now reached 
6,000,000 feet and 2,000,000 of lath, employing 28 men. The tim- 
ber is procured from forests bordering on the Cass and Chippewa 
Rivers and their tributaries, and the lumber is shipped East and 
West. 



JENNISON & ROUSE'S MILL. 

Water Street^ between Eighth and Ninth Streets. 

This venerable pile lays claim to some antiquity, being the oldest 
mill in Bay City ; it was built in 1847 by Catlin & Eraser, and con- 
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seqaently is of age, being 21 years a mill. The young men of to- 
day who have reached their majority, were then the babes unborn, 
of innocent reputation. The original owners ran it successfully 
for seven years. Mr. Jennison then bought out Mr. Eraser's inter- 
est in it, and associated himself with Mr. Catlin ; they continued 
together until 1866, when Mr. Catlin sold out to Mr. Rouse, one of 
the present proprietors. Its original capacity was about 6,000 
feet daily. Catlin & Jennison in 1864, increased this to 30,000 at 
which it remains. Last season of seven months, it cut 4,300,000. 
It has one circular and one upright saw, giving 25 men emf loy> 
ment. 

The timber is procured on the borders of the rivers Rifle and 
Pine, especially Pine. 



GATES & FAY. 
MiU foot of Sixth Street, 

In 1845-6 Messrs. Hopkins, Pomeroy & Eraser erected a mill on 
on the site now occupied by Gates & Fay's ; it was the first mill 
put up in what was then called Lower Saginaw, and its capacity 
was 15,000. It had two uprights. In the Spring of 1850, the ad- 
dition of a circular saw of four feet in diameter increased its 
capacity to 20,000. For about a year and a half after that, its for- 
tunes varied little from those of its few cotemporaries about here. 
Subsequently it had some rough experiences and saw many 
changes. In the Fall of 1851, it was blown up, killing the fireman 
and landing one of its boilers on Water street. This was sent to 
Detroit to be repaired, friend O. Johnson not being here then, and 
in the Spring of 1852, the mill had been repaired and was running 
smoothly Shortly after in the same year, Hugh Dunlop, of Chi- 
cago, purchased it, run it for two years and then sold out to Burns 
& Wheeler. In those days mills must have run through fortunes 
as well as logs, for we find that in 1859 it again' changed hands, be- 
coming the property of Grant & Fay, who enlarged its capacity by 
putting in a larger circular. Next year Mr. Grant retired from the 
scene, and Mr. Gates took his place, and seems to have liked it, for 
the firm of Gates & Fay flourishes to this day. Not so the poor 
old mill, for it took fire and was consumed with a lot of lumber on 
the 12th day of July, 1863. 

The new mill was built during the winters of 1863-4, and in the 
Spring of the latter year was running with a circular of 5 1-2 feet 
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<li:uneter and one upright, giving a capacity of 5,000,000 annually, 
employing 19 men. 



JAMES SHEARER & CO.'S MILL. 

Xorth of First Sheet, 
The history of this mill dates its first chapter at Trenton, where 
it was reared and ran a few years, until its owner arrived at years 
of discretion, iu 1851, when he moved to Bay City, where his 
mill followed him, on board of a schooner, arriving all right, aftera 
good run. Mr. Raymond, associated with Mr. Jas. Watson 
planted it where it now stands, and run it for several years, when 
Mr. Watson left it. The original proprietor continued to run it 
until the Spring of 1804 when he then sold it to its present owners, 
who added to its old power another engine, and by pnttingina 
gang, raised its capacity to 9,000,000 feet per season. It gives em- 
ployment to 42 hands. The lath manufactured in this mill is qait« 
an item in its productions, averaging 2,225,000 annually. It con- 
tains two engines, gang, an upright saw, and a circular of C feet in 
diameter. 



THOMAS PITTS & GO'S MILL. 
Foot of WashivgtOTi Street, 

The original proprietors of this mill were Messrs. Baughman 4 
Partridge. It wa.s built in the fall of 1853 and commenced run- 
ning in the following spring with a siding mill, two uprights and 
an edger, giving it a daily capjicity of ?)0,(XK) feet. In Mai-ch, 1^55, 
the junior member withdrew from the firm, leaving Mr. Baughman 
in possession, who disposed of it in October following, to Mr. H"h- 
bard, of Detroit, who in turn sold out to the late Samuel Pittn, in 
1850. In 1857 the capacity of this mill wa-* very much increased 
by the addition of a gang, which brought it up to a season yield of 
4,000,000, and the introduction of a second gang in 1804, gave it 
its present capacity of 10,000,0fX) feet. 

Under the firm of Samuel Pitts & Co. this mill flourished for 11 
yc^ars, giving employment to about 50 men. Most of the timber 
cut by it was procured on the Rivers Cass, Flint and Chippewa, 
and the lumber shipped principally to Chicago. 

By the death of the head of the firm in April last, the name of 
the firm was changed to Thos. Pitts & Co., of which Mr. Thomas 
Crcinage is a member. They have a seooinl mill and a large retail 
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lumber yard in Detroit, where they keep every description of 
dressed lumber, and enjoy the esteem and confidence of the people. 
Their retail lumber yard in this city is also well stocked with every 
kind of lumber, and is well patronized. 



FULSOM AND ARNOLD'S MILL. 

Foot of Belinda Street. 

This saw mill was erected by the late John Fraser, during the 
winters of 1865-6, and commenced operations with one circular 
saw, cutting about 3,500,000 in a season, employing 16 men. 

At the death of Mr. Fraser in the fall following, Mr, Fay pur- 
chased the mill, but disposed of it again in May, 1867, to the 
present owners, who increased its capacity to 5,000,000 by the addi- 
tion of an upright saw; 21 men now find employment in and 
around the mill. Their timber is procured mostly from the head 
waters of the Saginaw River and its tributaries. 



DOLSEN & WALKER'S MILL. 

Foot of Dolsen Street. 

This mill was erected by Messrs. Dolsen & Walker, in 1864, with 
a capacity of 4,000,000 in a season of seven months, having a cir- 
cular saw and edger. It gives employment to 15 hands. The 
timber is procured chiefly from lands on the Tittabawassee and 
Cass Rivers and their tributaries, and the lumber is shipped to 
Chicago and Eastern ports. 

This firm was unfortunate enough to lose their first mill by fire, 
which also destroyed a valuable lot of lumber. The present mill 
now stands as a monument to the memory of an energy and enter- 
prise which has by no means departed. 

Mr. Fay has lately become a partner in this firm, and the mill is 
to be extended and fitted with a gang, which will give it a capacity 
equal to any on this side of the river. 



J. & W. McEWAN'S MILL. 

This mill is situated on the left bank of the river, about a mile 
and a half below the bridge. It was built by Mclntyre and 
McEwan during the winter of 1850 and 51, and fitted with two 
upright saws and edger, which gave a capacity of 2,500,000, and 
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employment to 12 men. It has been enlarged at different times 
since, and has now a cutting capacity of about 10,000,000 feet in 
the sea/jon ; cut by a six fo<»t circular saw, an upright and a gang, 
jjiving employment to 37 men. It is stocked with logs from the 
various tributaries of the Saginaw Rirer and Bay, and the lumber 
is nearly all shipped to Chicago This establishment turns out as 
much lumber as any other on this side of the River. 



CARRIERE & CO. 

This mill is located about two miles below Bay City Bridge, on 
the east side of the River ; w^as built in the fall of 1867, and began 
operations in May, 1868. It is a large and substantial frame build- 
ing of which its owners and operatives are justly proud, containing 
all the latest improvements in machinery, arranged after tho most 
approved plans. It has three engines and three boilers now, and 
the firm intend putting in anotber boiler soon. It is fitted with a 
gang of 36 saws, a circular, an edger and an upright, giving a 
cuttirg capacity of 8,000,000 feet in a season, and employing about 
30 men. 



SMITH & HART'S SAW MILL. 

Two mUes beloto the City. 
This mill, situated on the east side of the River, below the 
bridge, was erected during the winter of 1866-7, containing an 
upright and a circular saw, with a season capacity of 5,000,000. 
It gives employment to 16 men. The fuel used is slabs and refuse 
from cuttings and saw dust. 

SALT WORKS. 

This firm have also, in connection with their saw mill, exten- 
sive salt works, in which they use kettles. They were erected in 
1863, and have a capacity of 8,000 bbls. in a season. This bra'-ch 
of the business empio} es 6 men. They make all their own barrels, 
making ^taves and headings from slabs, employing two coopers. 
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ALT. 



This item in the business of Baj City, in common with the rest 
lif the Saginaw district, is becoming an important element of pros- 
perity here, and its manufacture is annually becoming better un- 
deratood; more economy is used in the production of it, a better 
quality is made, and a 83'stem established whereby the best mar- 
kets are reached, and sales effected at more remunerative prices to 
the trade generally, than were formerly obtained. This improved, 
and now healthy state of matters is unquestionably due lo the 
existence, influence and judicious system of the Saginaw and Bay 
Salt Co., a powerful organization which now embraces nearly the 
entire salt interests of the valley. 

This company, which was called into existence for the purpose 
of mutual protection amongst the trade, like the Onondaga Co., 
has agencies in all the principal Lake ports, and its object is to 
njaintain fair and uniform prices for Salt everywhere, in concert 
with the New York Company ; it creates a standard, regulates 
freights, forwards, sells, collects and distributes, doing the office 
work of all the firms which it embraces, at a trifling cost to each ; 
effecting thereby a great saving both in expenses and of individual 
care. It also acts as a Mutual Insurance Co., whereby losses are 
shared equally by all who come under its influence, and exerts a 
salutary control over the entire staple. Thus encouraged, there is 
a growing confidence in the stability of the business, which is call- 
ing forth new enterprises and giving a new impulse to this interest. 
There are in Bay City proper, eight Salt Works in operation, 
which in 1867 produced 60,000 barrels, using all the various modes 
of manufacturing known, boiling in kettles, and pans, steam evapo- 
ration, solar covers and rhe Chapin Patent. The fuel used is in 
most cases, the cheapest that can be procured, sawdust, slabs and 
naill refuse generally, though some of the most experienced makers 
use cord- wood, which for the purpose, can be had for $1,50 a cord. 
There are several brands or qualities of Salt known to the trade, 
a« Fine, A. Fine, F, Solar, C. Solar and Refuse, first quality being 
worth $2 a barrel, second, 1,75. 
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Chicago and the Lake ports are the principal markets, but a 
home market creates a considerable demand at a better profit than 
the foreign. 

A number of the owners of saw mills in this city, are boring 
Wells, and intend to go into the salt business for the purpose of 
consuming their slabs and mill refuse, which now costs them so 
much to remove. Their surplus steam is employed in sinking the 
shaft, and thus the additional manufacture is carried on with very 
trifling expense ; from the slabs they make the barrels for their 
salt and save the cartage to haul off the slabs. Added to the 
many purposes for which salt is used, a new one is springing up, 
which, when generally adopted, will very much increase the de- 
mand for it ; we refer to that of manure, in reference to which 
we reprint the following: 

Salt as a Manure for Wheat. — A correspondent of the 
Canada Farmer gives the result of his experience in using salt as a 
fertilizer for wheat. He says : " Last spring I thought I would 
try it, and bought six barrels, and applied one barrel to the acre, 
on three acres of Genessee Clnb spring wheat ; at the same time I 
sawed half a barrel across five acres of wheat in another place. 
Now lor the result. The three acres shot out five days before the 
same variety sown side by side on the same day, and the strip 
across the field I can see as plainly as if one was wheat and the 
other oats. The reason I applied salt to the Club wheat was this 
— I had been troubled with the straw breaking, and salt is highly 
recommended to stiffen the straw. Whether it will or not I can- 
not yet say, but I can say that the wheat I salted keeps far ahead 
of the rest. However, by harvest I will be able to tell you if it 
keeps the straw stiff, and if the wheat will ripen sooner," 

"We now give a short account of each salt block in the city. 
Those not given here, will be found under the heads of firms hav- 
ing saw mills and salt works adjoining. 

THE BAY CITY SALT MANUFACTURING COJMPANY 
Is the oldest organization for salt making in Bay County. It 
commenced operations in 1860, which, however, were not so far per- 
fected as to admit of the manufacture of salt till the autumn of 
1861. Its principal original stockholders were the late James 
Eraser, who was president at the time of his death ; D. H. Fitz- 
hugh, H. M. Fitzhugh, and the Messrs. Munger. 
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Mr. H. M. Fitzhugh, the present Superintendent and Treasurer 
of the Company, has purchased the interest of the other parties 
above named, and is now the principal proprietor of the stock. 

The works have lately been changed from kettle to pan blocks, 
and are now run satisfactorily by mill refuse. The product at this 
time, is about 75 barrels per day. Their works j^ive employment 
to 12 men — depth of well 710 feet. The officers are :

T. DUNCAN'S SALT WORKS 

Two miles hdow the Bridge, 

The history of these works dates back to 1861, when Messrs. 
Harkness & Sohne sunk a well 900 feet deep, and erected works 
with one block of kettles, and one of pans, which had a capacity of 
lOO barrels per day of 24 hours, employing 12 men. This firm wor- 
ried on the business until 1864, when the present proprietor pur- 
chased the works and continued operations up to 1867, when the 
whole establishment was consumed by fire, which originated in the 
engine house from the careless use of the fuel — sawdust. The loss 
on the occasion was 1^12,000 ; insurance, $8,000. 

The new works were built last spring; and began manufacturing 
in April with one block, containing a pan ; its capacity 50 barrels 
per day ; 4 men find employment here. The strength of the brine 
is 80, quality of salt made No. 1. 



LOWER SAGINAW SALT CO. 

This Company sunk their well and built their salt works in 
1862; depth of well 900 feet. They manufacture 60 barrels per 
day and give employment to 5 men, turning out No. 1 Salt. The 
manufacturing season lasts for seven months, commencing in April 
and ending in December. Mr. Jas. M. Walker is manager of the 
works, which are situated at the foot of Mill street. 
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DOLSEN & WALKER'S SALT BLOCK. 

Foot of Dolsen Street. 

The well helonging to this firm was bored, and their works built 
in 1862; depth of well 952 feet. They commenced to manufacture 
in 1863, and produce 45 barrels per day, employing 3 men. They 
manufacture their own staves, headings and barrels, employing in 
this department of their business 8 men. The fuel used in boiling 
the brine is supplied by the mill from cuttings. Strength of brine 
95 per cent., quality ol salt. No. 1. The season begins in April 
lasting about eight months. This firm, associated with Mr. Fay, 
have lately purchased the works of Fowler & Tucker, and are refit- 
ting and repairing them preparator}' to commencing heavy opera- 
tions. 



THOS. PITTS & CO.'S SALT WORKS. 

In connection with their saw mill this firm have salt works, 
and the refuse from the mill being used for fuel enables them to 
manufacture salt at small expense. It may here be stated that 
nothing of the original log goes to waste in this systematic estab- 
lishment. The slabs are converted into staves and headings for 
the salt barrels ; the cuttings and saw dust being used for raising 
the steam required for pumping up the brine and for driving a 
planing mill and siding mill, both of which form branches of thin 
extensive concern. 

The process of manufacturing salt in these works is by steam 
evaporation ; a four inch brass tubing, through which steam is gen- 
erated, passes in parallel lines through the tanks containing brine ; 
first through the settlers and then the grainers, and although the 
tubing is more expensive than pans, it is found to be more durable 
and more economical in the end. The depth of the well is 951 
feet. It was sunk in 1862-3, and the manufacture of salt was 
commenced in August of the latter year. The daily yield is 60 
barrels, and it is disposed of by the Saginaw and Bay salt Co. ; 
strength 84, quality fine ; men employed in the salt works, making 
barrels, and in the planing mill, about IX 
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ATLANTIC SALT CO. 

This companj^'s works are situated on the east side of the River, 
about a mile and a half below the bridge, and are the most exten- 
t-'ive in this locality, covering seven acred of land. They were 
located and built in 1863, and in running order in 1864; their ca- 
pacity is 24,000 bbls. a year. The company adopt the three meth- 
ods of manufacturing, have a double blogk containing kettles and 
pans, and a solar yard embracing several acres, making quite an 
appearance on the river, on which the establishment fronts for 800 
feet. They have two wells at present, and purpose sinking a third 
next year, having large facilities for manufacturing, and no difficulty 
in disposing of all they make, which is No. 1. 

The Superintendent, Mr. Daniel A. Marshall, has a thorough 
knowledge of his art in all its branches as far as it is known as yet, 
and devotes much of his time in experimenting and improving, in 
his ptudy of a business that is still in its infancy. Those who are 
curious about the manufacture of one of the most indispensable 
products of the earth, will find the works of the Atlantic Salt Co. 
a good field to study it in, as the works and the workers afiTord 
every facility for acquiring knowledge. 



THE FISH TRADE. 



This important and growing trade — which constitutes quite an 
item in the exports from Bay City — has to a great extent been 
overlooked, or underestimated, by those who have attempted here- 
tofore to do justice to the vast and varied resources of the Saginaw 
district. To its geographical position near the Bay — which is the 
principal fishing ground — Bay City is indebted for what nearly 
amounts to a monopoly of this trade ; for although large shipments 
are made at points below the city, the dealers who furnish the 
boats, skiffs and nets, advance capital and employ the labor are 
mainly residents of this city, Portsmouth and Bangor. Owing to 
the fact that vessels engaged in this trade do not come up to the city, 
and consequently do not report at the Custom House, the exports 
of fish have not been reported, nor have their real value appeared 
in any of the Saginaw statistics hitherto published^ The history 
of the fish trade in this district dates back to its first settlement, 
at which time the river abounded with many varieties, and although 
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the «aw mills have driven the finny tribes to grounds below those 
occupied by these their enemies, yet wanderers from the family 
circle are still coaxed anhore at various points on the river. Pre- 
vious to 1850, the fifth trade was quite respectable, both in calling 
and quantity, as many as 50 barrels a week being caught near the 
city and shipped to Cleveland, realizing then ^4.50 in gold or its 
equivalent. Since then the trade has grown up to its present mag- 
nitude, and is destined yet to become larger than the Ncwrfuund- 
land trade, which it already rivals. 

The kinds caught are chiefly white-fish, pickerel, trout and 
herrings, but everything is fish which is found in the nets, and 
pike, black bass, bull-heads and suckers all find a ready market. 

The spring and fall catch of 1867 is estimated by all local dealers 
to have reached 45,000 bbls. The fish is caught by seines, trap 
and gill nets; prepared and packed in half- barrels and shipped to 
Cleveland, Sandusky, Toledo, Louisville, Detroit and Buffalo — new 
markets opeping every year. White-fish and pickerel realize from 
$10 to $15, and trout from $8 to $12 per barrel, herrings $8 per 
cwt., according to the demand. The number of men engaged in 
the trade last year was about 400', 

Thunder Bay, with its adjacent islands, also Au Sauble, Harris- 
ville, and other points have quite a fishing fleet engaged in the 
trade. Altogether, this source of wealth in and around this dis- 
trict, is now to be mentioned in connection with lumber and salt, 
as one of the three great products which the Saginaw region can 
supply the world with. It is one with which our rivers, streams, 
bayous and bays abound, and the supply is likely to equal the in- 
creasing demand, for the number engaged in it is steadily increasing 
as its extent becomes known. 

The winter trade is a branch which has sprung up within the 
past three years. It opened during the winter of 1864-h5, through 
the efforts of Harvey Williams, of East Saginaw, who conceived 
the idea of sending fresh fish to eastern markets during the cool 
season, and the experiment has resulted in the establishment of a 
good market for increasing supplies. Last winter was only tbe 
second season of this trade, but so encouraging were the results of 
the first that several new operators engaged in the business next 
season, and the batch summed up to the respectable total of 4,000 
bbls., which were nearly all shipped to eastern markets and real- 
ized remunerative prices. 
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The mode of fishing in winter necessarily differs from that 
adopted at other seasons of the year. During the frozen season 
the fish are caught by cutting holes in the ice and passing nets 
under it from one hole to another, and also by spearing them ; the 
latter method requires a good deal of skill and experience, and only 
practiced hands meet with much succete. The principal fish caught 
ID winter is pickerel, pike and trout, the latter kind being a great 
fsTorite in the locality, and in Ndw York, some of them weighing 
lb much as 40 pounds, though a trout of 12 pounds is not to be 
despised ; large numbers are sent singly in a frozen state to friends 
m this and adjoining States by express, and there is no instance on 
rscord of any having been returned. Trout ayerages aVbut 10 cts. 
per pound, pickerel about 6 cts. A large portion of the winter 
fatch m forwarded by express in a frozen state to New York, Cin- 
chmatijCleyeland, and other points, packed in barrels, the balance, 
the bulk, by freight trains, andfthere is every reason to believe that 
this trade will be doubled every year for some time to come — so 
many markets still offer for its extension. 

The most extensive dealers at this point are Joseph Trombley, 
Jnlios B. Hart, Paddock & Co., Geo. Lord, Anthony Yolks, Ferris 
& Co., £. Riker, Johnson & Son, A. C. Braddock, B. Lourim, and 
Henry fiayden. The increasing shipping facilities of .this port is 
doing much toward building up tbis lucrative business ; consider- 
able Bhipments being made by the first class lake steamers, which 
now regularly ply on this river. 

As an instance of the benefit of railroads, it is remarkable that 
the opening of the two railroads leading into the city has given 
SQch an impulse to this trade, that at present it is absolutely im- 
poBsible to predict the result. Fish depots are opening in every 
city in the State through which these roads pass, and it might not 
be an extravagant statement to make, that a few years of the fish 
trade will represent the total cost of building the railroad exten- 
sions from Flint and Jackson. Can the citizens of Bay City hesi- 
tate to endorse all the railroad schemes hereafter which will open 
Qp new markets and new thoroughfares, with a knowledge of this 
one fact?

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THE COURT HOU8E. 

The Circuit Court of Bfty County held its first Session after the 
>rganization of the Courts of the 6th April, 1859, in a building on 
l^ater street, foot of Fourth, belonging to the late James Fraser. 
rhe room has for several years been found too small to accommo- 
late the growing requirements of the County, and the administra* 
tion of justice within its walls has been attended with no little 
inconTenience. 

About a year ago the attention of the Board of Supervisors was 
called to the great necessity of procuring more accommodation, 
and an appeal was made to the people for the means to carry out 
the prospect of building a new Court House. 

The result of this appeal authorized the commencement of the 
new building by the issue of $15,000 in bonds of the County, and 
at the election last spring a fbrther issue of $15,000 was author- 
ized. 

The new building, now nearly completed, is on Centre street, 
between Jefferson and Madison. Four lots were donated to the 
County by the original proprietors of the site of the City, to 
which has been added a lot purchased during the .past year of D. 
H. Fitzhugh, Esq., for $1,000. 

The structure is brick with stone facings, and slate roof, and 
when completed will be one of the handsomest edifices in the 
State. 

The style of architecture is modem or mixed, with French roof. 
The building has a handsome dome 80 feet high from base of build- 
ing. 

Mr. C. K. Porter, of Buffalo, is the Architect, a gentleman of 
f^at architectural genius and artistic taste, who is winning a wide 
spread reputation as one of the first in the profession, in thii coun- 
try. 

Mr. George Watkins is the contractor, a name that carrier with 
it a guarantee for the completion of the building in a thorough, 
workmanlike manner. The first floor comprises seven offices, and 
four fire proof vaults. 

The Court room on the second floor will be one of the finest in 
the State, being in size 70 feet by 48, with 22 feet ceiling. On 
^w flat there will also be two jury rooms and two for witnesses, 
»U 20 leet square. 
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The County offices being located in this building will do away 
with the inconvenience and discomfort hitherto experienced by 
baring them in a small brick building opposite the site of the new 
edifice. 

The comer stone was laid on the 6th of May by tbe Masonic 
Lodge with their impressive ceremonies, and contained the follow- 
ing : A list of county officers, city officers, name of Circuit Judge, 
name of Architect and Contractor; statement of equalized County 
valuation of 1867, names of Board of Education ; statement (»f 
taxes levied on each list for city; copy of Bay City Signal aod 
Jouffioly Saginaw G^ttrttfr and Enterprue; copy of Saginaw Valley 
statistics for 1867 ; ticket for comer stone dinner ; specimens of 
currency on Bay City National Bank for $1 ; scrip, 50c, 25c, 
10c, also 5, 3, 2 and 1 cent ; specimens of postage stamps ; speci- 
mens of revenue stamps; copies of programme of arrangements; 
1 bottle of salt from works of Pitts & Co. 

In the words of Hon. Jabez G. Sutherland, Circuit Judge for 
this Judicial District, orator on the occasion ; 

^^The building of this Court House is particularly noteworthy as 
evincing the characteristics of the people of Bay County through 
the liberal action of her Board of Supervisors and the generous 
response of her people, and their just appreciation of the dignity 
and importance of the law. A commendable local pride, though 
it has something to do with the rearing of this magnificent struc- 
ture, is not the primary motive. The enterprise is in response to 
an enlightened idea of the wants of the community, and the money 
earned by toil and industry is cheerfully spent for the protection 
of its best interests." 
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ST. JOSEPH'S CHURCH. 



The first visitants and settlers in the Saginaw Valley were of 
Jihe Catholic church ; and from the year 1829 to 1850 various 
Catholic clergymen made occasional visits to Bay County, as mis- 
sionaries. In 1850, Rev. Joseph Kindekens visited Bay City— at 
that time Lower Saginaw ; the present church was commenced un- 
der his direction in the winter of 1850-51, on lots Nos, 9 and 10, 
block 27, situated on Washington street, between Second and 
Third, donated by the Land Company, and he continued his 
monthly visits until August, 1852, when he was succeeded by the 
Rev. H. J. H. Schutjes, the present pastor, who for a period of ten 
years had made the Saginaw Valley the field of his labor. He re- 
moved from Saginaw City and took up his residence here in 1855, 
and under his care the present building was finished with an addi- 
tion of 14 feet to its original size, and a steeple erected, with a 
bell fry. The church is 72x40, well finished, and ornamented, and 
close by is the pastor's residence, which was built in 1856. In 
.1852, there were only twenty Catholic families in Bay City, but 
the next four years brought a large increase, swelling the congre- 
gation to the number of at least 2,000. At present (1868) it is es- 
timated that the County of Bay contains about 7,000 Catholics. 
A handsome new church of Gothic style is in course of erection, 
located between Monroe and Jackson streets, south of Twelfth — 
dimensions of building 123x45, capable of seating about 800— cost, 
$15,000 

Ground for a Catholic graveyard was donated by the late James 
Marsac, the deed of which was donated by Capt. Joseph Marsac, 
his heir, in 1840, This being in the center of the town, was sold 
for the benefit of the church. Mr. Michael Daily donated a five 
acre lot for a graveyard on the west side of the river, and Mr. Wm. 
D. Fitzhugh, of Mt. Morris, N. Y., donated five acres on the east 
side for another, which is that now used by the Catholic church. 
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PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

The fint Protestant Episcopal orduned minister whose serrioes 
were bad at this point, then called Lower Saginaw, was the Rev. 
(deacon) Joseph Adderly, missionary at Ssginaw City. He hsd 
no regpilar serrices here and came here but three times, and thoM 
in the fall of 1850. 

The Rev. Daniel B. Lyon, missionary to Saginaw City from De- 
cember 21st, 1851, to July 4th, 1852, came here a few times (per- 
haps half a dozen), in that interval. The first clergyman to visit 
the field regularly was the Rev. Voltaire Spalding, who become 
missionary to this whole region, making Saginaw City his home,, 
on the 22d day of January, 1853. About a year after, on the 4th 
day of March, 1854 — ^the Parish organization took place under the 
name and title of ^* Trinity Church, Lower Saginaw, Saginaw 
County, Michigan." The corporators were, Henry Raymond, Isrsel 
Catlin, Daniel Bums, John Drake, Geo. £. Smith, Elijah S. Gatlin, 
Jonathan S. Barclay, Barzillai B. Hart, Henry Tonng, Curtis 
Munger, Richard Padley, Henry H. Alvord, H. H. Chapman and 
Jas. Hays. 

Rev. Mr. Spalding presided at the organization, and Col. Henry 
Raymond was Secretary ; Israel Catlin was elected Senior War- 
den, and Richard Padley Junior Warden; and Curtis Monger, 
George F. Smith, B. B. Hart, Daniel Burn9, J. S. Barclay, Henry 
Raymond, Thomas Carney and Hiram F. Ferris, Vestrymen. 

By referring to the Register of St. John's Church, Saginaw Citjr, 
it will be found that there were at the time Mr. Spalding resigned 
his charge, five communicants belonging to this Church. 

From Mr. Spalding's departure in June, 1858, to May, 1860, the 
Parish was without a Pastor. Nerertheless, in this interegnum 
the few Churchmen were not idle. On the best of plats allotted 
by the original Patentees, to Church sites, and of which Messrs. 
Chas. Fitzhugh, Israel Catlin and Henry Raymond had taken pos- 
session the preceding winter, by depositing lumber and beginning 
a Church, the Parish with very little help from abroad, erected » 
neat and ecclesiological edifice. By the special exertions of Mr. 
Catlin, this edifice was consecrated to the worship of GOD, thk 
Father, the Son and Holt Ghost, by the Right Rev. Samuel 
Allen McCoskey on the 5th Thursday after Easter, May 10th, 
1860. 
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The Rev. Edward Mag^e, by an arrangement with -the vestry of 
St. John's Church, Saginaw City, took charge of this fold on Sun- 
day after Ascension, May 20th) 1860, devoting to it alternate 
Sundays. This arrangement continued until the 25th of May, 
1861, when he resigned his charge of St. John's Church, Saginaw 
City, and confined his labors wholly to this Parish, till by sick- 
ness compelled to leave, on Thursday preceding Advent Sunday, 
Nov. 18th, 1861. This ministry of a year and a half shows a list 
of 14 Baptisms, 6 confirmations, 1 marriage, and 2 burials. The 
number of communicants belonging to the Church at the time of 
his resignation, being about twenty. The number of families 
twenty. 

From this time onward to the coming of the Rev. Gilbert B* 
Hayden, 24th day of November, 1862, (to whom the Parish is in- 
debted for this condensed record of its history), the Parish was 
again vacant, but for the most of the space, a Sunday school was 
maintained by the pious exertions of the senior Warden. During 
bis ministry seven were admitted tb the sacred Rite of Confirma- 
tion—ten communicants were received into the Parish from abroad 
—making the number of communicants belonging to the Church, 
at the time of his resignation, August Ist, 1863, about thirty- 
seven. 

On the 25th of September, 1863, the Rev. A. M. Lewis was 
called to the Rectorship of this Parish, and entered upon his duties 
the 1st of October, 1863. He continued his ministrations for two 
years, resigning his charge on the last Sunday in September, 1865. 
Daring his Rectorship, the Parish enlarged the church edifice at 
an expense of $1,200, more than doubling its capacity. He bap- 
tized 53 persons; 12 adults and 41 children, presented to the 
Bishop 26 for confirmation, celebrated 7 marriages, and performed 
13 burials. 

The number of communicants received into the Parish from 
abroad during his incumbency was twenty-four. At the time of 
his resignation, there were about 65 communicants belonging to 
the church. On the 4th of March, 1866, the Rev. Fayette Royce 
entered upon his duties as Rector of the Parish, the congregation 
hating been without a pastor five months. The church edifice was 
enlarged the second time in the Spring of 1867, making it capable 
of seating 350 people. There are at present 115 families belonging 
^ the church, and 130 communicants. 

7 
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The Sunday school at present, numbers npwards of 80 pupils. 

The Testrj of the church are now making preliminary arrange- 
ments forobtaining a suitable site for the erection of a brick edifice 
to meet the demands of the rapidly increasing congregation. 

The present building is situated on Washington street, near Cen- 
ter street 



FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH. 

Rev. D. Bennett Patterson^ Pastor. 

Situated on Washington Rtreet, between Fifth and Center streets, 
was organized July 18th, 1863, by 27 members who were dismissed 
for this purpose, from the Baptist Church at Portsmouth. The 
church numbers 170 members, has a Sunday school of 160, and sus- 
tains a Mission in the First Ward, for which they have erected a 
neat chapel The house now occupied, is but five years old, is neat 
a:nd well furnished ; but being straightened for room, they hare 
commenced the erection of a church edifice on the corner of Cen* 
ter and Madison streets, to be finished by October, 1869, at a cost 
of over ."^40,000. 



FIRST PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 

The First Presbyterian Church of Bay City, was organized in 
September 1856, with eight members ; as the First Presbyterian 
Church of Lower Saginaw. ^ Rev. Lucius J. Root was the first 
minister ; and combined with his duties as pastor of the church, 
the employ of a teacher of a small school. The church worship- 
ped, at first, in the building in which the school was taught ; after- 
ward the congregation met in the Court Room, and in a public 
hall ; until the year 1861, when an edifice was erected on the 
ground upon which the present one stands. It however, took fire 
and was burned, in February, 1862. The present edifice, which is 
of wood, is 40x70 feet, and was built m 1863, and was dedicated 
on the 25th of December of that year. It is supplied with a bell 
and heated by a furnace. 

The seniors of the church consists at present, of Hon. Albert 
Miller, Dr. Geo. E. Smith, B. B. Hart, Wm. H. Oathcart, and Ca- 
leb Jewett, together with the pastor. 



CHURCHES. 61 



Messrs. Scott W. Say lee, H. D. Toman and James L. Monroe, 
have held the same office, but the first died in the year 1864, and 
and the other two have removed from the place. 

Mr. R'^ot ceased to minister to the church in 1860 ; and wao suc- 
ceeded by Rev. E. J. Stewart, in the followinp^ year ; who contin- 
ued till September, 1864. Rev. J. Ambrose Wight commenced his 
labors here in May, 1865, and was installed as pastor of the church 
in November following. 

The whole membership of the church from the beginning is 174 ; 
of whom 52 have ceased their connection, by removal or death. A 
Sabbath school has been held from the first ; and for three years past 
has averaged about 150 members. The present Superintendent is 
Caleb Jewett, Esq., assisted by Winsor Scofield, Esq. 

The church ha« its Sabbath services at half-past ten o'clock, a. 
M., and in the evening to accord with the season. Its communions 
are once in two months ; and a weekly meeting for prayer is main- 
tained on each Wednesday evening. 



METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

Society organized by Rev. George Bradley in 1845, with seven 
members. In 1849, Mr. Bradley commenced to get the building 
materials together for the building of a church, which was begun 
the following year, and was finished and dedicated in 1853. In 
procuring the building materials, Mr. Bradley had to do a great 
deal of the labor of cutting, etc., himself. Mr. Bradley's arduous 
and self-denying missionary labors were happily crowned with suc- 
cess and when he left the charge in 1853, his successor, Rev. J . 
Goggshall, found it to be in a very flourishing condition. 1855^ 
Rev. S. J. Joslyn ; 1857, Rev. Wm. Benson; 1859, Rev. Erastus 
Klump; 1860, Rev. J. C. Wortley ; 1862, Rev. E. E. Castor; 1863, 
H«v. H. 0. Parker; 1864, Rev. Wm. Fox; 1866, Rev. R.S. Par- 
tington. During this time, the church has been very prosperous^ 
and from a membership of 7 in 1845, it has increased to a member- 
itiip of about 130 in 1868. 

In the winter of 1866-7, under the pastoral charge of Rev. R. 
S. Pardington, the church was enlarged by building an addition to 
^he back of it of twenty feet in length, making the size of the 
building 36x70 feet. 
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The Trustees are H. G. Beach, W. Underwood, H. M. Bradley, 
M. H. Foster, Geo. Fray, G. Guy and James Seed. 

A Sabbath school in connection with this church was organized 
by Rev. Mr. Joslyn in 1855, of which Mr. Chester Freeman was 
first Superintendent. It commenced with a staff of 6 teachers 
and about 50 scholars. From that time to the present, Messrs. A. 
G. St. Clare, C. C. C. Chilson, H. M. Bradley, John Dolsen and H. 
G. Beach, have successively held the position of superintendent of 
the school ; the latter gentleman holding the position at this 
time. 

Considering the number of Sunday schools in this city, the pros- 
perity of this school has been very gratifying to those who have 
been connected with it, for it has increased from 50 scholars with 
6 teachers, to an average attendance of IIO scholars with, 16 teach- 
ers, and has now a Library containing about 250 volumes, after 
distributing about the same number to outside schools. 

A Mission Sabbath school was organized in the Fourth Ward 
school house, by the church, in the month of June, 1868. James 
E. Like was elected Superintendent. The school is in a very pros- 
perous condition, averaging 90 in attendance. 

The M. E. Church have the best choir in Bay City. 



GERMAN BETHEL LUTHERAN SOCIETY. 

This Society was organized on the 31st of October, 1852, under 
the title of the German Bethel Lutheran Society of Lower Sagi- 
naw, by Rev. Mr. Erhart. H. C. Hage, I. T. Wespeinter and H. Mol- 
ler, were chosen and ordained presiding Elders ; were re-chosen on 
each term until the death of I. T. "Wespeinter, in 1860, when H. 
Moller resigned ; Mr. Hage continuing in office until 1867. 

The Society consisted at first, of only 15 members, and worship- 
ped for a long time in public places and in the school house, which 
stood on the ground where Mr. Pitts' boarding house now stands. 
When the Union school house was built, the congregation got per- 
mission to meet there. 

When the membership increased to 20 in number, they resolved 
to build a place of worship of their own, and by great exertion, 
were enabled to raise a small building 20x30, in December, 1855, 
which was dedicated in the following March, by Rev. C. Yafs , 
being found too small it was shortly after considerably enlarged ' 
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After the departure of Rev. C. Valas in 1859, the Society had no 
regular pastor until 1861, when Rev. Mr. Spentler was called to 
the pastorate, and remained, until 1863 ; he was succeeded by Rev. 
Mr. Hase, who was installed until 1865, when he was dismissed. 
The present pastor. Rev. W. Reuther then took charge, under 
whose labors the membership has gradually increased to 104. By 
the vigorous efforts of the pastor and people, a new building was 
erected at the cost of 97,000, and dedicated on the 16th of June, 
1867. 

It is a large, handsome wooden edifice, substantially built, 40x70 
with a height of 28 feet, a tower and spire ; the internal arrange- 
ments and appearance of the building are cheerful and roomy ; it 
has 64 slips capable of seating 500 persons, and is furnished with a 
singer's gallery; in the basement is a large ^hall. The Church is 
situated on Washington street, between Seventh and Eighth, and 
adjoining it is the pastor's residence, erected by the Society. The 
old building stands in the rear, and is used as a school house by 
Rev. W. Reuther, who has quite a number of Sunday and day 
school scholars under his instruction. 

The present Elders of the Society are M. Burkhard, F. Fisher 
and M. Shram. 
Trustees. — G. Kuster and P. GreuU. 



GERMAN METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

In 1857 Rev. Jakob Krehbil visited Bay City for the first time, 
to carry to Germans the glad tidings of the Gospel of Peace ; he 
was succeeded in his mission, in 1858, by Rev. John Horst and his 
colleague, Rev. Jakob Braun, who continued their labors of love 
until the close of 1859. In 1860-61, Rev. H. Manz had charge 
of the field and then gave place to Rev. A. Mayer, who officiated 
from 1862 to 1864. In 1865 Rev. G. Bertram had charge, and in 
1866-7 the latter was aided by Rev. H. Budden, who in 1868 gave 
way for Rev. F. Ohlinyer. Rev. G. Bertram is now pastor of the 
Ohurch. Over a year ago this organization, which for several 
years had met in the Union School House, erected a building of 
their own, at a cost of about $2,000, which is all paid up. On the 
site there is still a debt of about $430. The structure is of wood, 
33 by 45 inside and 18 feet high, a plain neat building, adapted to 
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the wantd of its present memberabip, comprising 29 persons. It is 
situated on Adams street, between Eighth and Ninth. 

Service morning and evening. Prayer meeting Thursday eve- 
ning. The Sabbath School meets at 9 a. m. and comprises 35 
scholars, with 9 teachers. It has 117 volumes in the Library. 



THE UNIVERSAUST CHURCH. 

The First Universalist Society, of Bay City, Michigan, vras or- 
ganized, some time in the year 18G4, under the labors of Rev. Wm. 
Tompkins, who preached in Bay City every alternate Sabbath, 
during six months of that year. He first called the Uni versa lists 
of Bay City together, and developed their strength. But at the 
close of his engagement, which was made for six months only, it 
was thought the interest was not sufficient to warrant the con- 
tinuance of his labors. Thus matters rested, until the Summer of 

1865, when Rev. Z. Cook visited the city, and preached to the 
Society every Sunday for one month, as a candidate for settle- 
ment. But the interest was not considered sufficient to warrant 
his engagement. Matters rested again, until early in the Spring of 

1866, when Rev. C. P. Nash, the present pastor, having been 
brought into correspondence with Mr. N. Whittemore, was en- 
couraged to visit the Society. Mr. Nash had but recently returned 
from the army, in which, for about two years and three months, 
he had served as Chaplain in the SevenUi Michigan Cavalry, and 
was seeking a settlement. He came to Bay City, but with the as- 
surance beforehand that circumstances did not favor the settlement 
of any pastor over the Society. It was thought that nothing could 
be accomplished by way of etstablishing permanent meetings, until 
a church edifice could be erected. But so great and unexpected 
was the interest manifested upon his first visit, that he was invited 
to renew it ; and in the meantime a subscription was started to se* 
cure his services. The necessary amount was pledged, and on the 
first Sunday in April, lie entered upon the discharge of his duties, 
as pastor of the Society. 

The Society, however, from having been so long destitute of regu- 
lar meetings had well nigh dissolved ; and hence a meeting wm 
called on the evening of April 10, 1866, at which it was legally 
i*eorganized, and its organization entered upon the records of the 
County, according to' law. At this reorganization, C. Mungor, N. 
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Whittemore, T. C. Phillips, T. C. Grier, H. A. Chamberlain and E. 
Smith, were elected Trustees ; T. C. Grier, Clerk ; T. C. Phillips, 
Treasurer, and J. C. Thomas, Collector. In May, a Sabbath school 
was organized, which has been in operation ever since. The neces- 
sity of a church edifice being apparent to all, in June the the pas- 
tor commenced agitating that subject, and to circulate a subscrip- 
tion for that object. But the prospect of success was far from 
flattering. The largest subscriptions that could be obtained from 
any — and the Society numbered some of the wealthiest men in the 
city among its membership — was only $100. The work of build- 
ing, which it was hoped to have commenced immediately, was de- 
ferred for want of encouragement, until October, at which time the 
subscription had only reached the very moderate proportions of 
$1,600. But it was resolved to make a beginning, and to go as far 
as possible with the means at hand. By dint of persevering effort, 
and the untiring energy of the builder, Mr. J. C. Thomas, means 
were found to complete the church, which was dedicated on the 
first Sunday in January, 1867. The ladies of the society, mean- 
time, had succeeded by the most self-sacrificing devotion, in raising 
sufficient funds to furnish their new church with carpets, chanda- 
liers, organ, and pulpit furniture; everything excepting the stoves. 
And yet a debt upon the church property was left of about $2,000. 
This, all but $600, due on the church lot, it was proposed to raise 
at the dedication ; and which, amid the general rejoicing of the 
society and congregation was supposed accomplished. But there 
were two fatal mistakes made in this matter. First, the estimates 
of the amounts necessary to raise, were not correct ; so that if all 
subscriptions had been paid, they would not have liquidated the 
indebtedness. And second, the subscriptions were never converted 
into notes or other negotiable paper, as a consequence of which, a 
considerable amount was never paid ; and in consequence of which,. 
a considerable debt still hangs over the Society. For this reason, 
and because the means to pay the pastor's salary had not all been 
provided, leaving another debt at the end of the year from that 
source, it was thought the services of the pastor could not be con- 
tinued. Meetings were suspended from January to May, 1868, at 
which time an arrangement was entered into for preaching half the 
time, the other half being devoted to East Saginaw. The Sabbath 
school, however, was continued during the entire term of the sus- 
pension. 
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At the dedication in 1867, a church organization was formed? 
which now nambers 28 members. The Society numbers 46. Upon 
the whole, though the Society has experienced serious reverses, 
and is now laboring under some disadvantages, still the prospect is 
that it will live, and at no distant day rise above its embarrass- 
ments. 



POTTER'S FIELD. 

There is no escape from the common end of all life. Man may 
flee into the woods, or seek the mid -ocean, far from the graves of 
his kindred, and forget the dread enemy of his race, but lie follows 
the footsteps of humanity wherever they tread, and seizes his vic- 
tims however engaged ; it may be while he is engaged in a crime, 
it may be while he is full of vigor, pursuing a useful career. 

The first melancholy occasion on which the pioneers here were 
called upon to bury their dead, was when Mr. N. B. Bennett died, 
a gentleman from Pine River. He was buried without funeral 
ceremonies, in what has been known since that time, as the Pot- 
ter's field. The next funeral was that of Mrs. Durr, who was 
buried in the same place, and these were the only deaths in the 
settlement for a number of years. Potter's Field still contains a 
few graves, and a few marble slabs still standing, attest to the un- 
willingness of mourners to disturb the resting place of those whom 
they gently lowered to a long repose ; but the most of the coffins 
have been taken up and buried in Fine Ridge Cemetery. 

Those who feel curious about Potter's Field, will find it (not 
very attractive) at the southeast comer of Eleventh and Washing- 
ton streets. 
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PINE RIDGE CEMETERY. 



This retired and quiet resting place of those who once took pait 
in life's busy scenes, and who, though dead, yet live in the memo- 
ries and hearts of their mourners, is beautifully situated at the 
head of Twelfth street, on the Bay City and Tuscola plank road. 
It is an enclosure of five acres Which was set apart for the purpose 
by Mr. James Birney, the proprietor, on the occasion of the death 
of a younger brother, to whom he was much attached. The soil is 
well adapted to the purpose for which it is used — being light^ 
easily dug at all seasons, and requiring little draining* When 
mixed with a mold which is procurable in the vicinity, it is very 
favorable for the growth of plants such as are generally chosen to 
adorn and beautify the places of the dead. The ground is laid out 
tastefully in a variety of shapes, alid the divisions hatned appro-' 
priat^ly after choice fruits and flowers. The proprietor has 
expended a good deal in fencing and otherwise improving the 
place, and has lately erected a handsome iron gate and stone gate- 
way at the entrance, and the friends of its dead cannot fail to 
appreciate the efforts that are being made to make the place some- 
what attractive to the living when they visit it froth time to titne. 



THE NEW CEMETERY. 

Mr. Edward Eickemeyer has lately purchased several acres of 
land on the Bay City and Tuscola plank road, south of Twelfth 
street, nearly opposite the Pine Ridge Cemetery, which he is now 
clearing and laying out for a new Cemetery. If the man who 
longed for a lodgment in some vast wilderness is not dead yet, this 
spot will probably suit him, for it has as yet, neither " a local 
habitation nor a name."

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ST. PATRICK'S CEMETERY. 

This burying ground is a five acre lot, which was donated to the 
Catholic church, by Mr. W. D. Fitzhugh, of Mt. Morris, N. Y. It 
lies a quarter of a mile east of Pine Ridge Cemetery, and is well 
fenced in and tastefolly laid out. The soil is sandy, requiring no 
draining. 



The first public school house erected here was a small frame build- 
ing, foot of Washington st., now Pitts & Co.'s boarding house. It 
was commenced in 1843, and completed the following year, costing 
only $200. The opening of its doors had the intended effect, every 
time — Sunday included. Not only the young, but the grown up, 
of all ages sought seats or standing room in the temple of learning: 
the children to study, the politician to humbug, the religious to 
pray and learn the ways of truth ; wherever the people met to 
study any thing, to learn any thing or to hear anything, they met 
in this, the one public hall. The children seemed to have studied 
their figures well, and been well up in the rules of arithmetic 
called multiplication and addition, for they multiplied until an 
addition had to be made to the school, and then schools ; the edu- 
cational int-erests of the place never being lost sight of. 

At present every ward has its school house, with an efficient 
staff of teachers. But Bay City grows, the law of progression 
compels her to keep pace with other cities in population, in intelli- 
gence, in schools. Last census gave the number of school going 
children as 1,270 ; there are now 1,400, for which suitable provi- 
sion must be made, and it is being made by the erection of a sub- 
stantial brick building to be called the High School, and which is 
nea;rly completed. 

The new school house is erected on a block of twelve lots pur- 
chased of James Bimey, Esq., at a cost of $3,000. They are situ- 
ated between Ninth and Tenth streets, on the east side Grant 
street. Mr. C. K. Porter was the architect of this building, and 
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Mr. Geo. Campbell the builder. This edifice when completed will 
be another ornament to the city, alike creditable to the taste of 
the architect, and the liberality and intelligence of the citizens. 
It will be a monument to the memory of those to whom were in- 
trusted, for the time being, the educational interests of this city, 
and erected at, comparatively speaking, so early a period in its 
history, it will mark the progress of the cause of education in this 
State, and the importance attached to it. 

The style of this building is modem with gothic in its mixture, 
with the French roof, slated. The dimensfons of the whole build- 
ing are 102 by 62 feet. Height 42 feet to the top of cornice, total 
height 57 feet. It will have two towers to the front, the highest 
being 42 feet from the roof, and situated on the north-west corner, 
and the small tower being 21 feet from the roof. 

It will have two floors and a basement. The latter will com- 
prise six apartments with ten foot ceiling. The main room will be 
on the second floor, 48 by 54 and 19 foot ceiling — a fine, large, airy 
apartment. 

There will be two front entrances and two in the rear. The 
whole plan of the building is convenient, and all the arrangements 
sensible, conducing to the comfort and health of the body, without 
which no great progress can be made by teachers in the mental 
department. While the system for ventilation is perfect, the win- 
ter arrangement for heating by furnace is such as to ingure a 
healthy temperature. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The fall term of the Public Schools of this city will commence 
on Monday, August Slst, continuing 16 weeks, closing December 
18th.

BAY CITY NEWSPAPERS. 



The first newspaper published in Bay City, was known as the 
Bay City Press. It was Repulican in politics, and was only issued 
lor a few weeks, some time in the year 1856. The paper was 
owned by Mr. P. Joslin, and was edited by the Hon. James Bimey. 
The office was in the old Watson warehouse, which was burned 
down in the great fire of 1865. 

Succeeding it came a Weekly paper, at first called The Press^ and 
afterward the Bay City Press and Times. Its publication was com- 
menced in 1859, by the late Wm. Bryce, and was continued until 
the fall of 1864, when he accepted the position of Quartermaster 
of the 29th Michigan Infantry, and the paper was discontinued. 
Originally it was neutral in politics, but shortly previous to the 
campaign of 1860, it became Republican in its preferences. After 
the discontinuance of his paper, the printing material was pur. 
chased by the "Journal Company," and in October, 1864, a 
Weekly Republican paper named Bay City Journal, with Mr. John 
Culbert as editor, made its appearance, and which is still published. 
Mr. Culbert afterward became sole propnetor, having bought 
out the " Journal Co." 

In the winter of 1867>8, the Hon. James Bimey took the editorial 
chair, and filled it with great ability up to last July, when his con- 
nection with the " Journal " ceased. During the month of August, 
Mr. John Culbert sold out to Mr. S. C, Wilson, of the late firm of 
Wilson & Green, of Troy, N. Y., y^ho is about to add f/uUerially to 
his office. The paper will still be Republican in politics. 

In June, 1864, Mr. Wm. T. Kennedy, formerly of the Rural 
New Yorker, of Rochester, N. Y., commenced issuing a Weekly 
Democratic paper entitled the Bay City Signal, size of sheet, 
24x36. 
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In June, 1868, the paper was enlarged, and is now printed on a 
sheet 26x40. In the following July, Mr. Isaac G. Worden was 
admitted to partnership with Mr. Kennedy, and the office was re- 
moved to its present location, Heumann's Block. Quite an ad- 
dition has been made to the office lately, in the way of type and 
machinery. 



MASONIC. 

BAY CITY LODGE, No. 129 P. A. M., 

Dates its nativity Irom the month of October, 1860, when a dis- 
pensation was granted by the late Col. H. S. Roberts, then Grand 
Master of the State of Michigan, to William R. McCormick as W. 
M., and Wm. A. Bryce and N. B. Bradley as Wardens, with power 
to organize a Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons in this city. 

Upon the granting of its charter by the Grand Lodge in session 
in 1861, William A. Bryce was regularly elected Master for two 
successive terms, and was succeeded by Hon. N. B. Bradley, who 
filled this responsible position for the three following terms. At 
the Annual Communication in 1866, the Rev. C. P. Nash was 
honored with the important trust of Worshipful Master and re- 
tained the same until March, 1868, when it was rendered vacant 
by his anticipated removal from the city, and R. J. Carney, the 
present Master, was elected to fill the vacancy. 

The present officers are — 

R. J. Carney, W. M.; Geo. C. Fray, S. W.; E. Wood, J. W.; 
Henry H. Norrington, Sec. ; Guardis D. Edwards, Treas. ; F. Cran- 
^all, S. D.; 0. McDowell, J. D.; F. A. Myers, Tyler; Milo H. . 
Foster, John S. Judson, Stewards. 

Its Lodge Room is situated in the third story of the Averill 
Block, on Center 'street, recently occupied and handsomely fur- 
i^ed, its former place of meeting having become too small to 
accommodate the large accessions to its ranks, which now embraces 
125 members in good and regular standing — a sufficient evidence 

of a prosperous condition. 
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SiDoe its orgAoixation the following members haye been called 
from their earthly labor : H. W. Jennison, Qeo. B. Alyord, ChM. 
Smithy W. A. Bryce, Hial B. Rogers and Thomas W. Watkins. 

The regular meetings are held on Wednesday evenings on or be- 
fore the full of the moon in every month, and meetings for work 
on Wednesday evenings of each week when a cordial invitation is 
extended to all visiting Brothers who may be sojourning in this 
locality.

YOtJNG MEN'S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION. 

Some of the young men of Bay City, realizing the want of a 
suitable room dedicated to the comfort and improvement of the 
young men of the city, and the need of some appliances, especially 
designed for their spiritual and intellectual welfare, determined, if 
possible to organize a Young Men's Christian Association, to meet 
this want. A preliminary meeting was accordingly held on the 
evening of February 1st, 1868, in the Bible room of the Baptist 
church, to take the matter into consideration. At this meeting 
the initiatory steps toward an organization were taken, and the or- 
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ganization was perfected Febnuury 8tb, bj the adoption of a oon- 
Btitution and by-laws, and the election of officers. Life and actiTe 
memberships were solicited by a committee appointed for that pur- 
pose, and such success obtained as to warrant the renting of rooms, 
etc. Rooms were accordingly rented on the 2l8t of March, and 
poon after the parlor was furnished, the money being advanced by 
a member of the Association. At thin time, however, the Associa- 
tion was, to a great extent, working in the dark, as it was estimated 
that SI ,000 would be required the first year, and only about $200 
could then be realised. But the members worked on, and had the 
rooms dedicated Wednesday afternoon. May 6th, by appropriate 
ceremonies. On the evenins: of the same day, a public meeting 
was held at Fraser Hall in the interests of the Association, and ad- 
dresses were made by Rev. Dr, Hogarth and L. R. Brockway, Esq., 
of Detroit, and others. An appeal was made to the citizens for 
aid, and such a liberal response met, that about $900 was obtained 
in subscriptions from the meeting. 

This liberality on the part of the citizens of Bay City, put the 
Association on a firm basis, and steps were at once taken towards 
furnishing the Reading Room and supplying it with reading mat- 
ter. This was accomplished, and the room was thrown open to the 
public Wednesday morning, May 27th. 

The Association rooms are in the third story of the Averill Block 
on Center street, and consist of a parlor, a Reading Room and a 
coat room. The former has been nicely furnishe'd at a cost of $200, 
and is used for devotional meetings, meetings of the Association 
and Board of Managers, social gatherings, etc., etc. The Reading 
room occupies the front portion of the third floor, is a large, pleas- 
ant room, and is finely furnished both for utility and comfort. The 
Association have supplied it with reading matter as far as able, 
and more will be added from time to time. Their room is open 
daily, from 8 A. M. until 10 P. M., and on Sundays from 1 to 8 
P. M., and is open to all who are disposed to avail themselves of 
its privileges. A free library will be added to it as soon as 
practicable, a beginning being already made .by the donation of 

several valuable volumes. 

The regular meetings of the Association are held on the second 
Monday evening of each month, in the parlor, and a prayer meet- 
ing is held every Monday evening at the same place. The follow- 
ing are the officers of the Association :

The object of the 
Society is the mutual improvement of its members in the medical 
sciences, by the discussion of medical topics, reading of essays, re- 
porting of interesting cases and establishing and maintaining a fee 
bill.

THE GERMAN WORKINGMEN'S BENEVOLENT ASSO- 
CIATION. 

This Society was organized September 25th, 1866, for the pur- 
pose of providing a fund, out of which assistance might be ren- 
dered to those members of the Society who might be taken ill or 
be disabled. The object of the Society is most humane, and appeals 
to the foresight of the class for whose benefit it has been e*»tab- 
lished. Health is at all times, and in all places uncertain, and the 
workingman is daily exposed to the risks of meeting with an acci- 
dent which may deprive his family of the regular fund which his 
labor had provided. In manufacturing cities such as this, casualties 
are frequent, and it is the duty of the head of each German family 
to avail himself of the opportunities afforded by this Society, to 
make provision by a monthly payment for the day of trouble. The 
Society is in a prosperous state ; it started with 11 members about 
two years ago, and now numbers 75, with nearly $500 in the 
treasury. They propose putting up a building soon, in which to 
hold their regular meetings.

RAILROADS. 



The oldest inhabitant here can scarcely yet realize that hie can 
really reach Detroit trom this point in four and a half hours. The 
early settlers, who, but a few years back, had no other means of 
conveyance than the saddle, the canoe, and Weston propellers, or 
at best the open ox stage, dragged at funeral speed, over corduroy 
roads, and malarious swamps, with nothing but Shakes for a pros- 
pect, look upon the rail as an iron bridge which has spanned the 
stream of time, annihilated space, and made the vista of the past 
appear as doubtful as the awakening impressions of the fabled Rip 
Van Winkle of the days of yore. 

Previous to the opening of the Flint and Pere Marquette rail- 
road here, the valley citizens had no regular communication with 
the outside world, and the throwing of this line to haul them out 
of solitude, was indeed an advent of better times. The branch 
from Flint to Ea^t Saginaw, 24 miles in length, was completed in 
December, 1862, and that to Bay City, 12 1-2 miles, in November, 
1867. The latter Is a triumph of engineering skill, being built for 
some way on a swamp, and yet as firmly as any of Mc Adams' high- 
ways. 

Travelers leaving Bay City by this line, connect with the Detroit 
trains at East Saginaw Junction, and reach that city without the 
inconvenience of changing cars, an arrangement entered into by 
compact, by the mangers of the connecting roads. 

Following up the history of this favorite road, which, at this 
time, had its terminus at the corner of Eleventh street, on Je£fer- 
son ; there arrived a time when the Bay Citizens objected to the 
further proceedings of the railroad, which wanted a river fhmtag^ 
and proposed to find it at the other end of Jefiferson street, 
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brough which it most needs pass ; after several pablic meetings 
lad been held, and Olive Branch committees had performed their 
luties, this difficulty was adjusted by the Railroad Company pay- 
Bg property holders for the right of way, and then the trains went 
riumphantly on. 

The Company have become possessed of extensive lots with river 
rontage, for the erection of work shops, offices and other buildings, 
md have nearly completed a substantial dock which shadows forth 
the great expectations universally indulged in with reference to the 
future commerce of Bay City. 

The passenger depots are to be erected on a block extending 
from Fourth to Fifth street, on Jefferson, and the freight depot, on 
that between Third and Fourth, also facing on the same street. It 
is now time to introduce Dr. H. C. Potter, the Superintendent and 
excellent manager of the road that carries no grumblers, and to 
irhose energy and business habits, the travelling community owe 
so much. This gentleman, after seeing all his plans successfully 
carried out at this end of the line, returned to the other, and 
ejected an important arrs^ment with the Flint and Holly Rail- 
road Company, which amounted to a consolidation of the two roads 
by a lease of 100 years. 

Dr. H. 0. Potter is now Secretary of the road, and Mr. Geo. C. 
Kimball, Superintendent. ^

HOW THX BOAD WAS BUILT. 

At the extra session of the Legislature of Michigan, in January, 
1864, at the request of gentlemen from Bay City, Governor Blair 
was induced to recommend legislation for the aid of railroads. An 
act was passed authorizing Bay County to issue bonds to the 
imount of $75,000, to be loaned to the first responsible company 
formed for the purpose of building a railroad on the east side of 
the Saginaw river, and between Bay City and East Sa^naw. A 
company was organized, of which the late James Fraser, was for 
some time President. A subscription of $40,000 was made by the 
citizens of Bay County. 

With only this capital, the work was commenced and prosecuted, 
for the act passed prevented the issue of any bonds until half of the 
^tsQoe of the road was graded. Upon the removal of Mr. Fraser 
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to Goonecticttt, James Biraej was elected President. By him a 
satisfactory negotiation was made for the sale of the bonds, and 
under the superintendence of A. S. Munger, Esq., the grading of 
the road rapidly progressed. Much had to be done in the way of 
obtaining right of way. 

The practical question most difficult of solution was, how to 
cross the low ground on either side of the Gheboyganing, and netr 
the Saginaw river. It was at first supposed that the only way 
would be by the use of piles. After a long series of soundings to 
ascertain the character of the ground, it was determined to make 
an experiment of dredging a canal, and with the dirt excavated to 
make an embankment for the track. The plan fortunately turned 
out altogether the cheapest and most reliable. The subsoil, consist- 
ing of dense clay, when thrown upon the surface was a firm and 
safe bank. Nothing of the kind haying been done in this vicinity 
previously, the Company was highly pleased with the success of 
the experiment. 

When the grading of the road was nearly complete, Dr. H. C. 
Potter and Samuel Farwell, Esq., subscribed the remainder of the 
stock, and agreed to furnish the funds to iron and stock the road. 
They undertook it in July, have worked with great energy and 
dispatch, and we now see the result of their labors. 

The road is admirably built, the track being almost a dead level, 
and very nearly a straight line. The ties are put unusually close, 
and are well ballasted with sand taken from the river, and from 
banks in Genesee County. The iron is the T rail, of about 56 
pounds to the yard. The distance is about twelve and one-half 
miles, and will be run in thirty minutes. 

Bay City is now only four and a half hours from Detroit, and 
the new road is to connect with all through trains. 

STATIONS, DISTANCES, GRADES AND ALOIONHENTS. 

The following is a table of the stations and distances from Es^t 
Saginaw, and other statistics of the alignment and grades on the 
Bay City and Saginaw Railway :

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From East Saginaw to the point of departure fh>m the Flint & 
Pere Marquette Railway, the distance is 3,022 feet, or 57-100 
miles. The road then curves to the left across Wm. N. Little's 
addition for half a mile — the curve is compound : the radius of one- 
half being 2,227 feet, and the other 1,185 feet; this last, is the 
shortest radii, or sharpest curve on the route. 

At 3,50-100 miles from East Saginaw the road leaves the timber 
(opposite Grow Island) and runs across the prairie, marsh and 
swamp for 6 1-4 miles to the Bullock road, one-half mile south of 
the Portsmouth station. 

From Bullock road to Bay City, 2,35-100 miles, the route is cir- 
cuitous, adapted to the location of the streets and the village plats, 
made to avoid heavy land damages for right of way. The sharp- 
est curve on this portion is 1,910 feet. 

Curved line on the entire route 1,95-100 miles. 

Straight" " " « 10,15-100 " 

The grade descending toward the marsh from Fast Saginaw, is 
10 feet per mile, and ascending from Bullock road to Bay City the 
same. The balance of the road (8 miles) is practically, a dvad 
level. 

FACTS AND FIGURES ABOUT THE ROAD. 

The original contract for grading the road was let to Mr. J. F. 
Willey, of Bay City, at 29 cents a yard, but when the transfer of 
stock was made to Messrs. Potter & Farwell the contract was an- 
nulled and the work of completing the road, including ironing, 
devolved upon those gentlemen, Mr. Munger officiating as Super- 
intendent of the road. The plans and details of the construction 
of the road were supervised by Mr. Wm. B. Sears, Civil Engineer, 
a gentleman of long practical experience, and whose works dem- 
onstrate a peculiar fitness for the duties devolving upon him. They 
are of unquestioned superiority. The Railroad bridge crossing the 
river at this point was built under his supervision as well as other 
important works on the F. & P. M. R. R. Mr. Sears has been 
very ably assisted by Mr. S. H. Mott. The principal part of the 
dredging was done by Messrs. Smith & Teller, the first year under 
contract, the second by the day. The work consisted of building 
the roadway across the Cheboygantng marshes, and was accom- 
plished by running the dredge through the marsh, digging a canal 
to float itself as it proceeded, and forming the roadway with the 

10 
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excavated earth. This canal is in some places eight or nine feet 
deep, so much earth was required to huild the roadway up to the 
necessary height. The line of road bailt in this way is nearly 
three miles long, and the cost of dredging was not fiir from $19,- 
000. The work was began on the 3d of August, 1866, and com- 
pleted Saturday, Sept 28, 1867. 



BAY CITY AND PORTSMOUTH STREET RAILROAD. 

The Company owning this Road was formed in February, 1865, 
and the building of the road — begun in earnest in the following 
summer and prosecuted with great energy — was completed in No- 
vember of the same year, with cars running. The original cost of 
the road, including cars, but exclusiye of horses, harness Ac, was 
928,000. 

The first Board of Directors comprised Messrs. Myron Butman, 
James Fraser, Wm. McEwan, George Campbell and N. B. Bradley. 
Mr. Butman, of East Saginaw, has been President of the Company 
since its formation, and Mr. N. B. Bradley Secretary. 

While the road was being constructed, Mr. McEwan superin- 
tended it ; when it opened for business Mr. James Fraser became 
Superintendent, and has held the position for the last two years. 
The entire length of the road, extending along Water street from 
the foot of Third, in Bay City, to Mr. Braddock's Salt works in 
Portsmouth, is two and three-eighths miles ; it runs through the 
business portion of the city, and is a great convenience to the citi- 
zens at both ends of the road, many of them haying reelidences in 
one place and doing business in the other. 

The past earnings of the road have not been much in excess of 
expenses, but its future prospects are good, based upon the steady 
progress of the growth of Bay City, which promises to continue. 
Overtures have been made to the Company to extend their line up 
Centre and Fourth streets, on the latter, for the purpose of con- 
necting with the B. C. & £. S. R. R., which has its passenger de- 
pot on the comer of Fourth and Jefferson streets, and in all proba- 
bility the next Directory will record these extensions of this use- 
ful institution. Cars run every half hour, from 6 1-2 a. m. until 
10 p. M. Fare only seven cents. 
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THE BAY CITY BRIDGE. 

Th is was built hy a Stock Company in 1864-5, and was opened 
to the public in April, 1865. It is 1,900 feet in length, of Brown's 
Patent, and was built by W. F. Glasby, at a cost of $36,000. The 
capital stock is $50,000, and the receipts for 1867 amounted to SIO,- 
000. It will surprise many when they learn the large number of 
vessels that passed the bridge during the month of July, 1868, 
when they remember that it spans but a small river which, during 
the infancy of our young men, flowed through the solitudes of 
what was then a howling wilderness. 

The following is the statement of what passed the bridge during 
that month, which though not the busiest of the year by " a few," 
will give an idea of the shipping interests of this port :

Is in its productive powers, far ahead <»f the old methods ; the 
old plan of lath making, does well when from 8,000 to lv>,000 a day 
can be made by it, whereas by Mr. Shearer's patent, 5,300 have 
been cut in an hour and ten minutes, with three saws. On one 
occasion it cut 139,358 in a week — with two saws, but its daily ca- 
pacity averages 53,220 — thus more than trebling that of the method 
still commonly used ; Sage & Co., Folsom & Arnold, J. McCor- 
mick, Ballou & C(»., have it, and several have been shipped to 
other points. Mr. Ciiarles Gvrrison, of East Saginaw, also uses it. 

THE LOG CANTING iVlACHINE 

Is a very simple, but ingenious labor-saving apparatus, which im- 
proves the capacity of a mill by shifting the log quickly into its 
various positions during the operation of cutting, and dispensing 
with the services of the hands usually employed to stand by and 
cant it when required ; it consists of a series of shafts which are 
attached to a main shaft, running along the under part of the 
second floor, and which are made to slide up beside the log by 
mc|Q8 of a lever. It must be seen to be appreciated.

Fraser House, 

CORNER OF CENTER AND SOUTH WATER STREETS 

Thi« large, handsome and commodious structure, stands as a 
monument to the memory of him whose name it bears, as one of 
the best evidences of his enterprising and liberal nature, wliich he 
planned but did not live to see completed.

On the first floor tin 
Water street, are five first class htores. and the entrance to the 
Public Hall, which is a large conveniently built room, 96^x45, with 
21 1-2 feet cei)in;r, a stage, shifting scenery, and a beautitui drop 
curtain. The parlors, sitting rooms and bedrooms are all fitted up 
and furnished in the very best style. In the basement, are the bar, 
billiard room, bath room and kitchen departments, all conveniently 
situated. The cost of furnishing this house amounted to ^28,(100, 
and there are few in the State better appointed or more comfort- 
able. It if. in all respects a first class hotel, and fully deserves the 
title of a " travelers' home." C. A. Linsley & Co., had the honor 
of op«ining it and of giving it its present reputation, and after 15 
months possession, have allowed it to pass into the hands of Geo. 
W. Wesley, East Saginaw, who, for a term of years " ran " th$ 
Bancroft Hotel and at one time the Everett, winning golden opin- 
ions from all who came under bis roof We xjlose this^notice with 
a reprint from a Saginaw daily, and fully endorse the report. 
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THE ERASER HOUSE. 

The Eraser House, Bay Cit}, one of tlie finest, and most con- 
"vcniently arranged hotels in the Saginaw Valley, in just entering 
a career under a new management. Geo. W. Wesley haviug as-

Irving House. 

This is a nice quiet hotel, on South Water street above Seventh 
commanding a full view of the river \i'ith its shipping. 

It was built by the proprietor, P. H. Wood, in 1865, and is a 
very commodious building, comprising 25 bedrooms a good dining- 
room, parlors, extensive kitchen, offices and a bar. Mine host is a 
model landlord, in manner and matter ; he keeps a good table, and 
cleanliness pervades every department, making the Irving House a 
very desirable home tor either boarders or travelers — ^man or beast, 
as he keeps a good stable too. 



Globe Hotel. 

This respectable old pile, situated at the comer of Fifth and 
Watitr street, culls ior more than a passing notice at the hands of 
the publisher of the first Bay City Directory, as it must continue 
to be an object of interest, as long as it stand?, having been the 
first frame building erected in this place. 

The lots on which the building stood in its original shape, were 
donated to S. S. Campbell, the present Probate Judge, ua an in- 
ducement for him to stop here. (Now-a-days, a man has to pay 
something handsome for the privilege of stopping thei'e.) It was 
built in 1838, and was then but a two-story house 40x24 feet. The 
first township meeting for the town of Hampton, County of Sagi- 
naw, was held in it in 1843, on which occason Mr. Campbell was 
clecred Supervisor. This " old inhabitant " lived in this '' lodge 
in a vast wilderness " for two years, after which it had several 
masters in succession during the following eight years, ending Oct 
5th, 1848, on which date, Mr. Campbell returned to the ^'old 
house," where he remained for 14 years. (It would ruin him to 
atop there so long now.) 

In May, 1862 the present proprietor, M. A. Rouech, leaded it 
from Mr. Campbell, and by enlarging the premises, converted it 
into a large, good-paying, comfortable hotel. 
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The old settlers, and those who were " to the manner born " re- 
member ^^ CampbelTs " with old associations clustering thick 
around the old house, for every new face that put in an appearance 
in the new settlement was but a pre-face to a new addition of 
Campbells. Every white man, and a great many red^ made the 
old house their headquarters, and if the old scale of prices for 
board, which were proper then, were common now, Bay City 
would have the *^rush " badly, for 12 shillings a week was all the 
charge for fish, flesh and fowl, in those primitive times which were, 
strange to say, considered " hard times." 

The present dimensions of the Globe Hotel building, are 40x60, 
three and a half stories high, contairing 44 bedroom?, a dining- 
room 60x24, bilhard room, barber's shop, bar room and kitchen ex- 
tension;, and in the rear of the hotel, a good barn and stables. The 
enterprising, affable and attentive host is now "an old citizen," 
the father of countless Roueches, yet full of life, activity and 
schemes which are developing themselves in the shape of bricks — 
children and all. May his substance increase and its shadow never 
be less. 



Bay City Foundry and Machine Shop. 

JOHN McDowell & sons. 

This manufactory was established at first, by Mr. John Burton, 
who sold out in 1861 to Messrs. John McDowell & Sons, the pres- 
ent proprietors. This firm have gradually increased their facilities 
for the manufacturing of steam engines, and now turn out some, 
which for beauty of finish are equal to any made in the State. 
That now in use at their machine shop is a specimen of their work 
and is a model of perfection. They manufacture mill gearing ex- 
tensively ; also, brass and iron castings, besides doing repairing 
generally. The buildings are quite extensive, consisting of mould- 
ing, pattern, smithing, and machine shops, which give employment 
to an average of 30 hands all the year round. In connection with 
this establishment is a good dock, and apparatus for hoisting tugs 
in need of repairs. 

The forge in the blacksmith department is blown by a rotary 
blower for heavy forging, a piece of mechanism of great ingenuity, 
saving both time and labor. Messrs. McDowell are practical ma- 
chinists, and have only first class mechanics in their employment ; 
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theirn' is the only esinblisbment in the city possessing facilities for 
heavy work. 

The Works are on South Water street, foot of Eleventh. 



The Valley Iron Works, 

— OF — 

MESSRS. LIKE, ELLSWORTH & BERGAN. 

These works commenced operations in the fall of 1866. under 
the firm of Like, Ellsworth & Campbell, which continued until 
April of the following year, when Mr. Bergan bought out Mr. 
Campbell's interest. In the month of May, of the sanrie year, 
while the business was prospering and a'l hands fully eniployed, 
the works were consumed by fire, with all their machinery, tools 
and patterns— on which there was no insurance. This disaster did 
not seem to rob the firm of any «'f tlieir energy, however much it 
must have diminished their means, for in the following July, they 
had the buildings rebuilt and their wnrks in full blast, with busi- 
ness on hand. Enterprise like this brings its own reward, and the 
Valley Irt»n Works, consisting of moulding shop, machine shop, 
boiler works, heavy and light smithery, etc. has become one of the 
indispensable institutions of Bay City. They give employment to 
about 50 men, who are always sure of steady work at remunera- 
tive wages. The Works cover about an acre of land, fronting on 
Saginaw street, and have turned out several new boilers and a new 
engine since last winter, besides doin«; a large amount of repairing 
in all branches of business done by the firm. 



O. Johnson's Boiler Works, 

CORNER OF MADISON ST. AND WOODSIDE AVENUE. 

There is no name on the list of those who tjre intimately con- 
nected with the history of the Saginaw valley, more note-worthy 
than his who heads this article ; for, although he himself did not 
come to Bay City to settle until 1852, his works n«^t only followed 
him, but preceded him. Scarcely a mill or a steamboat of all that 
in the valley, sends their shrill screams on their airy travels, but 
owns to his mark. 
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For twenty years he baa been hammering at the boilers which 
lave been such a power in raisiug the Sajrinaws to their present 
>ro?perous height. He went to Detroit in 1849, and is the oldest 
boiler maker in the State. lie there did all the work in his line, 
p*qnired for this valley, turning out on an average, 125 tons a 
month, was one of tiie inaugurators of the Detroit Locomotive 
Works, gave them all their boilers, and finally, after being swin- 
dled out of the saving.^ of many years of toil, he came here to meet 
the local wants of Bay City. He is well-known now. He is 
known by his walk as well as his works. His salt pans have given 
him a name among mechanics, he gives a finish peculiarly his own, 
to all his work, which, like himself, is honest — and wears well. 



Bay City Mills. 

J. N. McDonald & co., corner first and water sts. 

MR. JNO. N. McDonald came from Chatham, Ontario, in 
May, 1867, and was not slow to perceive that Bay City wanted a 
grist mill, nor tardj' in giving it one. In October of the same 
year, he had the Bay City mills built and running. The building 
comprises there st(»ries, and measures 48x50. It has two run of 
stones — equal to a capacity of 20 barrels per day. It now grinds 
simuafty 100,000 bushels of grain, which finds local sale. 

The ent<Tprising proprietors intend to put in another run of 
stones next year, which will enable them to manufacture 40 bbls. 
every 12 hours. At present they use oi.e run exclusively for grind- 
ing feed and meal for home consumption, but undertake to grind all 
kinds of grain. They have lately put in improved machinery for 
cleaning wheat, and turn out some of the' very best flour that is 
oifered for sale. 

The people should encourage honie institutions from principle, 
but all who have tried Bay City Mills Flour do it from choice. It 
is the best flour that is sold in ^lichigan. We are glad to know 
that Tuscola and Huron Counties yield a good deal of the wheat 
now ground here. Let us make more plank roads, encourage agri- 
culturnl pursuits, bring more farmers to Bay City, and support the 
Bay City Mills. 



LIVery. 

Next to a good horse, there is nothing so excellent, or useful as 
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a good man, and both are always in demand ; the first can alwiyi 
be bought or hired, the latter n)ay be hired, bat he is a pearl be- 
yond price. How gratif3'ing to know then, that side by side, and 
soihetimes in the same stall, lovers of both flesh — equestrian and 
pedestrian — can command either or both at J. F. WILLEY'S Liv- 
ery Stables, on Saginaw street, who is at all times ready to trans- 
port any one with joy, to any of these parts within 200 ociiles. 

This gentleman is one of the biggest kind of men in the commo- 
nity. He has a large heart, a long head, a whole soul, and standi 
6 1-2 by 3, and deep in proportion.. 

He came here in the Spring of 18G4, from Fredonia, N. Y., with 
a lot of horses, and started the community and a livery stable at 
the same time. Ue is eminently progressive in his idiixsyncrasies, 
there is a go in him as well as his horses, and both have kept pace 
with the times, multiplying and increasing until he has from 30 to 
35 good horses — sound as himself. 

He keeps hacks* carriages, buggies and wagons, runs stages every 
winter to Aranac, Rifle River, Au Gres, Alabaster, Tawas City, 
East Tawas, Au Sauble, Harri>vilie, Orsineke and Alpena, and car- 
ries passengers, mails and females, and the express on that route. 
Still unfatigued, he runs other stages to Second Junction, Union- 
ville, Watersville and Sebewaing. Travelers may rely on 4Villey 
and will find his lines reliable — they don't rub ont. Willey is also 
State Road Commissioner from VVenona to Au Sauble, so passen- 
gers who object to the state of the roads, can have any road in the 
State, or get a contract for making one to suit themselves, payable 
in swamp lands, to the order of Willey. 

Willey is some on railroads too — even the iron horse follows his 
tracks. He was contractor on (nvr road — the Bay City and Sagi- 
naw, and built the Wenona branch of the J. L. & S. R. R. He 
intends to keep (m building, and has become ** the sole proprietor " 
of an eligible lot of lots at the corner of Fifth and Saginaw street, 
where he purposes to erect just the prettiest brick livery stable in 
the State of Michigan sir, or any where, and if you want a 
horse, go to Willey, but you will find both man and beast slightly 
Republican. 

Real Estate. 

The value of real estate in any locality, is a good index to itf 
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prosperity : like every other commodity, it is subject to the law of 
supply and demand, but unlike others, cannot be produced nor im- 
ported, as its value is enhanced. It has a regular market value, 
subject to fluctuations like other stocks, but is the least sensitive 
of all. While its depreciation is generally, only gradual, its in- 
crease in value is frequently sudden and considerable. Where city 
property is exceedingly valuable, it is a sure sign of a healthy 
growth, and when high prices are maintained in spite of circum- 
stances which have depressing influences generally ; an unusual 
evidence 6f prosperity must be the prevailing cause. It is a legiti- 
mate field for speculation, and operators therein are more frequent- 
ly successful than in others which are more liable to sudden 
depressions — ^being exposed to a greater variety of causes — but 
spcHsnlators cannot prolong its value beyond the time when it has 
ceased to be upheld by surrounding circumstances* In no city in 
the West is property more valuable in the business portion of it, 
than in Bay City, and pn>bab1y in no other, has so much real estate 
changed hands as has been transferred during the present year. 
The steady flow of capital which has been kept up toward this 
point, for landed inveslments, has had the efiect of placing valuable 
building tracts in the market, which must shortly become exceed- 
ingly valuable, and will bring handsome returns to the fortunate pur- 
chasers. The average advance in. real estate in this city during 
the last five years, has approximated to four hundred per cent., and 
the same result is anticipated, with regard to property, in many 
parts of the city, which has now a nominal value. 

The history of the John Riley Reserve, on which Bay City is 
built, illustrates the truth of the axioms laid down in the abo«re. 

It contained 640 acre^, and was confirmed to John Riley, by 
patent from President Monroe, on June 29th, 1823 as per Cass 
treaty, of Sept. 24ch, 1819. 

John Riley sold it to Jas. V. S. Riley, October 5th, 1836, for 
$8,572— about the present value of a lot on any part of Water 
street. Jas. V. S. Riley sold it to F. H. Stevens t?u same date^ for 
926,000. 

F. H. Stevens sold one-half of the same to A. F. McReynolds^ 
Nov. 29th, 1836, for $33,000, and the balance in 16th8 at $6,250 
each. 

In 1833, one 240th part— equal to about 21-2 acres — was sold 
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for $50, and it lay outside of tbc 240 acres laid out for the present 
city. It would now bring $6,000. 

In 1841, Theodijre Walker got a IGtli of the Reserve for S2,000, 
and would rather have got the money. It is now probably worth 
.$75,000. 

Twenty-five years ago, any lot on Water street, could have been 
procured lor $75 or $100, which is now worth $8,000 and the 
same has increased in va|ue tifty per cent, within the last three 
year. 

In the neighborhood of Twelfth street lots which three yean 
ago, could not command $75, now readily brirg $300 ; and tiiose 
on Center street, which a few years ago, were sold for $1,000, are 
now worth $G,000 and $8,0lK) ; others on the same street, lurtiier 
east, vary from $1,500 to $2,000 ; and many, were they ofiered for 
sale, would command fancy prices. 

These quotations serve only to show the steady advance in the 
value of real estate in Bay City, and are not by any means in. 
tended as a guide to the averai^e value of good building lots. 
Throughout the city, good property is in the market at figures hx 
below these quotations, which must annually increase in value, and 
it is ofiered on liberal terms — making it possible for any individual 
of moderate means, or an industrious mechanic, to secure a home- 
stead on easy terms, which will turn out a profitable investment. 
A lot in Bay City is 50x100 feet. 

The tendency of railroads and pl^nk roads to enhance the value 
of property to which they lead, is too well known lo require men- 
tion here, but as Several of these enterprises are now on foot which 
must have a direct bearing on the future value of real estate, in 
Bay City and its surroundings. There will never occur again here, 
80 favorable an opportunity for making investments, which must 
turn out exceedingly profitable.

JAMES FRASEK 

No2hi8tot7 of Bay City would be complete, which did not gtre 
due prominence to the name of James Fraser, to whose public 
spirit must be largely attributed the successful foundation, and the 
gradual growth of the city near the Bay. 

As his name suggests, he was a native of ScotUind ( a oountry 
which has given the United States many industrious, shrewd, auc- 
eessfbl and honest citizens. He emigrated to this State, when an- 
der thirty years of age, and after losing a small fortune in specnla- 
tions, he went into business in Detroit, where he recovered his 
\o»ses in a very few years. A visit to this valley gsve him an op- 
)[K)rtunity to eee advantages which nature had given it in the eyes 
of Seers^ which were then hidden from the eyes of otben*, who had 
similar opportunities and saw nothing attractive. In 1834, be 
commenced farming on the banks of the Tittabawassee ; but the 
mid speculations which began to take place around him, opened 
up ^ speedier avenue to wealth than animal and vegetable jprodue- 
tions promised to do, and he was lured into investing his means at 
various |>oints in the Saginaw Valley. He was one of the earliest 
proprietors at Saginaw City, and at one time held th« site on which 
Carrolton was built, "fie was the most influential member of th^ 
SaginaW Bay Company, and shortly after the troubles of 1837, be- 
came the sole survivor thereof, and one of the three leading pro- 
prietors of the site on which Bay City is built. The bistory of 
the city of his creation, records many of the enterprises wltfc 
which he was connected, as well as those which he established un- 
aided, but the history of James Eraser's private life, would revesi 
many instances of his aiding others, for which he never got nor 
sought credit. 
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He did not come to reside here until the year 1856, having inter- 
ests in Upper Saginaw — which probably conflicted with those at 
this point. 

So intimately was he connected with every element of pros- 
perity which visited this place iu its earliest history, that every 
incident which occurred had some bearing in which James Fraser 
was concerned. His name was emblazoned on the gate of every 
enterprise, and he furnished nearly all the oil which lubricated the 
wheels of progress, while others stood by to reap where they had 
not sown. While East Saginaw had her Hoyts and her Littles, 
Bay City had James Fraser alone. And but for the dog in the 
manger spirit, which held the little settlement down in its infancy, 
and gave it a stunted growth in its youth, Jesse Hoyt and James 
Fraser would have planted a city of ten thousand inhabitants 
where the village of Lower Saginaw stood twelve years ago. Every 
active roan has his mead of censure as well as praise, and if the 
voice of calumny, has at times accused the deceased of grasping 
his own, he has at least left behind him ample testimony to vindi- 
cate his character for liberality, and a disposition to set an example 
for the others follow. Those who may have seen an ox and a horse 
unequally yoked will readily make allowances for inequalities 
in the conduct of the nobler animal. His active, impulsive, go- 
ahead disposition was frequently checked by observing the oppo- 
site qualities in. those who had equal means and opportunities to 
second his efforts and did nothing. He has at all events, left be- 
hind him mary monuments of his true character, and his fellow 
citizens give him credit for having done his duty here, and for dis- 
playing many noble traits of character, which have left a favorable 
impression behind him. He died in Connecticut, in 1865, and his 
end was peace. 

HON. JAS. a. BIRNSY. 

The settlement of Lewer Saginaw was honored early as 1841, with 
the pr^ence of Mr.- James G. Bime^ as a resident, and a brief 
sketch of his previous life Will explain the appearance of that 
exotic in what was then nothing but a bleak wilderness. 

Mr. Bimey's record is a national rather than a local one, and his 
biography adorns a place among the lives of the most eminent of 
American statesmen. 
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H« WM a natiTe of Kentucky, but removed to Alabama, where 
he spent many jeani of his life in the practice of his profemion as 
a lawyer. By inheritance an«l purchase, he became the owner of 
slaves, and had a cotton plantation carried on under his direction. 
Having made profession of religion, he became an active member 
of the Presbyterian church, and a consistent and influential elder 
in that denomination. After his mind became engaged upon the 
subject of slavery, as a question of morals, he rose np as the first 
great representative of the idea which at last emancipated the 
slave. With such a man an idea was a tender conscience, once 
convinced on which side of the scale, truth and justice prerailed, 
there was no hesitation in his conduct — he assembled his slaves 
together and set them free. Others might have secretly held his 
opinions, but he was left alone to stand the consequences of having 
arrayed society against him. The impression which his noble and 
bold conduct made at that time, found expression in the words of 
the Rev. Dr. Cox, of New York, who exclaimed, " A Bimey has 
shaken the continent by putting down his foot.'* 

Every means were used in Alabama to dishonor him who had 
been guilty of such a heresy, his life was threatened, and he re- 
tired with dignity from the South, to seek the protection of the 
constitution of the free State of Ohio, where freedom of speech 
and a free press were guaranteed to her citizens. But, alas ! the 
peculiar institution of the South had too strong a hold on the pat- 
ronage of the North, in those days, and Mr. Bimey soon found, 
thai at least on one subject, the people of Ohio were unanimous, 
the subject of slavery must not be ventilated. But the champion 
of freedom was not to be suppressed, he had too deep a sense of 
the importance of the issue to retire from the struggle ; he was 
henceforth to be a power in the land, and did not hesitate to force 
the wedge home, which was ultimately to split asunder opposing 
forces, and result in the realization of his philanthropic dreams. 

In 1839, his father died and left a large estate, consisting of land, 
money and slaves; true to his principles and his nature, he re- 
quested that the negroes might be computed at their nuirket value 
and form a part of his share, which being assented to, he immedi- 
ately freed them all. The money which formed part of his share, 
he loaned to a friend who never returned it. ft 

In 1840, he visited England as one of the Vice Presidents of the

World's Convention, and left behind him an impression which did 
honor to his nation as well as himself. 

In the same year he was nominated for the Presidency, and 
again in 1843, in opposition to Mr. Clay snd Mr. Polk. In 1845, 
he was a candidate for the office of Governor of the State of Michi- 
gan. His defeat on these occasions only showed that he was but 
a few years ahead of the a^re. He was not appreciated then, as 
his life 18 now. He was an eminent scholar and linguist, and as an 
orator ranked among the brilliant of American stars, his talents 
were of the highest order, and his character of the noblest mould. 
His taking up his residence here, was hailed with satisfaction by 
the little settlement, and he probably did as nmch good in private 
life where his virtues shone brightly — endearing him to every 
member of the community, where he spent many years of an ex- 
emplary christian life — as though be had presided over the nation. 
A good man's influence may be widely spread — his, was co-exteii* 
sive with the sphere of. his philanthropic labors, ^nd the political 
history of his day reveals its extent. 

As previously stated, he came here in 1841, with the remnant of 
Ms former wealth, and invested largely in the site of Bay City, 
and in lands on both sides of the river. His residence was where 
Mr. James Shearer now lives. He is still spoken of here with the 
fondest admiration, not the slightest reproach attaches to hia 
memory. He was liberal in parting with his property to actual 
settlers, and ready to help enterprises to the extent of his means, 
bat he may be pardoned if he also nursed his possessions, after all 
his experiences, and did not part with them before they became of 
sufficient value to benefit his children. He removed to Eaglewood, 
N. J., in 1855, where he departed this life on the 23d of November, 
1857, at the age of 65, sincerely mourned by a large circle of rela- 
tives and friends — North,and South. 



HON. S. S. CAMPBELL. 

Judge Campbell has had over thirty years experience in the 
Saginaw Valley, and has seen rough times. He moved from Paris, 
Oneida County, N. Y.. to Michigan, in 1830, and settled at Pon- 
tiac, whence he removed to Cass River Bridge, arriving on the Ist 
of* March, 1850. There he laid out a town, which he called Bridge- 
port, which in return laid out him. In 1838, he took up his resi- 
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deuce here, and has seen no reason to regret it. He was a mighty 
hunter in his day, a crack shot, and some in the eyes of the Indians, 
who named him Ch-mien-gun, which being interpreted means Big 
Wolf-^hvijm^ reference to hnnting. Fur very many years Mr. 
CampbelPs house was the social rendezTous of the old settler, the 
new comer, the wayfaring, red, white or green. 



MRS. ROGERS. 

The earlj history of this place would not be full, without men- 
tion being made of Mrs. Thomas Rogers, who for several years— 
and during the prevalence of cholera and the small-pox — went in 
and out among the neighbors as physician and uurse. Her father 
having been an eminent physician, she had managed to pick up a 
general knowledge of medicines and the treatment of diseases — ■ 
knowledge which she used in those days in administering relief to 
a large number who might have perished but for her kind and skill- 
ful ser/rices. Her goodness, self-denying labors, and career of use- 
fulness, is still remembered with gratitude by numbers here, who 
were the recipients of many acts of kindness at her hands. Moth- 
ers and children in those days, always ran to Mrs. Rogers with 
their complaints, and were relieved and comforted, by the Flarenet 
Nightingale of Lower Saginaw. The old lady still lives to distri- 
bute her smiles and kind acts, and has lost nothing of her old self, 
and if it should prove any source of comfort to her, to know that 
her memory will long be venerated for her own as well aK her 
works sake — she may take that comfort about with her the rest of 
her days.

We hare seen the planting of a seedling in the desert, by an 
agency which decayed before the experiment had taken root. We 
have watched the first symptoms of a growth, which was slow for 
want of nourishment, and room to spread. We hare seen the 
young plant creeping up by its own nature, and encouraged by all 
the physical elements which surrounded it, assume a dwarfed and 
puny size, retarded from gaining its natural proportions, by the 
parasites which held it down. We hare watched the operations of 
the gardener, with his pruning knife ; we have followed the wood- 
man with his axe, and seen how the knife and the axe hare cleared 
the way for the plant to shoot upwards, and spread its branches. 
We have seen it bud, blossom and bear fruit. We have seen it 
grafted with branches from foreign soil, slips of it planted in other 
clearings, laborers at work around it, and its o£&hoots, to give 
health, growth and fruition to the objects of their care. We have 
seen how every clearing that was made around the nursery let in 
the sun of prosperity to shine on it, and gave it the benefit of 
every breaking cloud. We have seen the lords of the vineyard vis- 
iting it, and plucking the grapes which were sour in the eyes of 
the laborer, and we have seen the growth of the vineyard, and the 
waste of time in gathering the fruit as it ripened, until the lords 
were compelled to feed their people with it to save the stains which 
the bursting fruit were making on their mantles. We have seen 
the last of the best of these lords, and their heirs succeed to take 
possession of the garden. We have seen how the heirs — heir-like, 
have opened their gates to the outer world, and let the fiune of 
their possessions go forth. We have seen them part, for a fair price, 

with the plots in which they delighted, to strangers, who also saw

History of Ba.iigroir« 

The Tillage of Bangor is situated on the west bank of the Sagi- 
naw Rivtf^r, a little below the Bay City bridge, on section 16th, in 
the township of the same name, in Bay Ooimty ; and is reached 
by means of steam ferryboats which ply regularly during the sea- 
ion of navigation between that place and Bay City. 
; It is a thriTing place containing about 1,000 inhabitants, a large 
proportion oi whom are of French descent, speaking that language 
and inheriting the contented^ yet industrious, disposition of the 
nee — as observed in their habits, wherever they have settled on 
this continent. Its principal businefis is the manufacturing of salt 
Vtd lumber. There are in operation at the present time, four salt 
blocks, and three saw mills, which are all doing well. There is 
also a large Dry Dock and ship yard, a good sized tannery, a coop- 
ers' shop, two boat-building establishments, a Methodist church, 
a school house, an excellent hotel, four groceries, and a fair repre- 
sentation of Professors in Law, Physic and Religion ! The Fish 
trade is an important interest also, givin employment nearly all 
the year round, to over 100 men ; one dealer here alone, paid over 
ffifiOO dollars freight on fish sent over the J. L. & S. R. R. since 
the opening of that road ; and the growing demand for trout, 
pickerel, whitefish and herring, still meets with prompt supplies at 
thin point ; so that its three great staples cannot £ail to build up 
the village shortly to the dimensions of a good sized town. 

The history of Bangor, its origin, its growth, its prosperity and 
its struggles, are all bound up in " The Life of Joseph Trembley," 
a brief historical sketch of whom, is all important, as an introduc- 
tion to the history of his kingdom. ^^ Joe " was one of the pio- 
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neen and earliest settlers in the Saginaw 7allej. He was the 
first to ^ take up house " in the Tillage of Portsmouth, where he 
located, with his brother Medor, to trade with the poor Indians in 
1834. He and his brother built the first frame building erected in 
Lower Saginaw ; they brought the lumber for it from Detroit, 
where it cost $18; and for the information of the curious, W3 may 
state — what is no secret — that the ^* Centre House " in Ports- 
mouth, with its additions and improvements, has in its constitu- 
tion, the original frame house, where the aborigines did their trad- 
ing — and were did. 

In 1843, Joseph Trembley, bought section 16 of the township 
of Bangor, from the American €k>Ternmenf , plotted it, and in 1846, 
erected his present dwelling thereon — which wss the beginning of 
Bangor Village ; the subsequent additions in the way of dwellings 
were made mostly by those engaged in fishing. In 1852, the first 
mill was bnilt, and within the next two years, two more made 
their appearance ; these erections naturally called for more dwel- 
lingb for their employees, and thence grew up a tracling community, 
into which the usual traders and trades established themseWes • 
slowly and silently sharing the fortunes of Bay City, it thus pro- 
gressed until the discovery of Salt. 

A curious observer of men and events, might well have asked, 
with reference to the purchaser of the site of Bangor — ^in the 
words of Sir £. L. Bulwer— ^* what will he do with it," and if in 
1863>-*after watching the fortunes of the little village, and wit- 
nessing the discovery that it lay on an inexhaustible mine of 
wealth, he should again have exclaimed *' what will he do with it," 
it could have excited no surprise ; now, however, the question is 
answered and the village of Bangor stands to approve or condemn 
his course. 

Whether the Lord of Bangor ever saw so far into the bowels of 
the earth, as to foresee the future value,of his purchase, matters not 
now, but that he has ** a good thing" there can be no doubt, 
whether or not he will de the^oUe thing ^ remains to be seen, and is 
matter of private right ; it is nevertheless an important question 
in determining or discussing the f\iture prospects of this really in- 
teresting little village, with its immense natural advantages, rich 
in its foundations, productive of wealth in its industries, and 
backed by a soil, which for richness, variety, and productive quali- 
ties, is unsurpassed by any In the State. Nor are the inducements 
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to nettlera at all to be despised ; in the immediate neighborhood, 
lands are offered at a price, which the wood that can be cut ofi it, 
will pay ; and for that the salt worlcs afford a ready market. Good 
farms of 100 to 150 acres of this land are now offering. 

300 acres of land have lately been platted, cleared, leveled, and 
laid out into building lots, which are now offered in lots and blocks, 
on reas )nable terms. The water frontage is very extensive, and if 
inducements are offered, it will no doubt, soon be dotted with 
mills, salt blocks, varehouses and factories, in its entire length. 

For the manufacturing of salt, this point offers advantages over 
every other in the valley. Brine can be got anywhere in the 
neighborhood, at a depth of from 400 to 800 feet, of a purer quality 
than any procured elsewhere. 

Let those who would see Bangor to the best advantage, and en- 
joy the prospect leisurely, be persuaded to reach it by way of We- 
nona, following the highway through what might be aptly de- 
scribed as a Druidic nursery — with its thousands of oaklings, its 
cool summer vistas of light and shade, its green carpet aud varie- 
gated roof, its mimic groves, and delightful seclusion from sun, 
dust, heat, flies and disquiet generally. From Wenona to Bangor 
village, is a distance of about two miles, which aftbrds the pleas- 
antest drive or walk in the valley, the most inviting places for pic 
nics, and the pleasantest spots for residences within view of Bay 
City. The place is much indebted to nature, but absenteeism has 
helped her to preserve it in its primitive beauty ; and if, while 
roving through the sylvan avenue, pedestrians are tempted to aid 
the feathered choir ia their hymns of praise, let the air be the appro- 
priate one of '* Woodman Spare that Tree," and if, Druid like, 
they are invited by the oaks to worship, let them pray that the 
absentees may long be spared to spare the dear green trees. 

A Street Railway Company has lately been organized, which 
will connect Bangor with Bay Oity, and have the effect of building 
np a line of residences in the most delightful locality in the whole 
valley. 



Bangor Mills and 8alt Works. 

Meeara. Taylor, Moulthrop & Co., own these extensive establiah- 
ments* The mill, situated at the foot of Sophia street, was built 
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by Whitney, Ooite ft Co., in 185^ when it started with a cirealar 
and two Mula? saws, giving it a capacity of 25,000 feet per day of 
12 hours. The present proprietors took possession of it in 1860, 
a ndin 1867 increased its capacity to 12,000,000 feet per season, by 
putting in a Scotch gang, a new and larger circulaij new engines 
and boilers ; employing 50 men in and around the mill. The tim- 
ber cumes from riTerfi Pine and Cass, and the lumber goes eas^and 
west. 

HessrM. Taylor & Moult hrop are practical manufacturers, and 
give their whole attention to this buninesf^, being always "at home" 
in the mill. 

SALT WORKS. 

These works were erected by Messrs. Taylor, Moulthrop & Co., 
in 1863, the well is 600 feet deep, strength of brine 85 ; they make 
No. 1 Salt, turning out 40 barrels every 24 hours, employing 5 men. 
Mode of making — nteam e vapors tif»n. 



The Keystone Lumber and 8alt Works. 

THE MILLS. 

The origin of the Keystone mill dates back to 1854. when it was 
built by Samuel Bolton ft Co., of Philadelphia ; its capacity then, 
was 25,000 per day of 12 hours, haying two Mulay saws and a dr- 
cular, and employing 35 men. 

In 1866, the Keystone L. & S. Mfg Co., became proprietors of 
it — as well as of the Salt W^^^^i which were then about two years 
old — and the capacity of the mill was by them increased during 
the same year to 9,000,000 in the season, by substituting a large 
circular, for the one previously in use, and by putting in another at 
the same time. About 60 men find employment about the mill. 
. The. Company procure their timber near the Cass and Rifle rivers,, 
and ship their lumber to both eastern and western markets— -larger 
ly to Cleveland — where they have extensive wholesale lumber 
yards. 

THE SALT WORKS. 

The well was sunk by S. Bolton & Co., in 1864, and is 800 feet 
deep — strength of brine 91. The process used in inanuftctnring 
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the salt is evaporation by steam ; capacity of works 60 barrels in 
12 hours, employing 9 men. 

The Company make their vDwn barrels, and keep tvro coopers at 
work. Mr. F. Johnson, is Superintendent of the Company's affoirs 
here. 



Moore, Smith ft Co. 

MILL ON V7ATER STREET. 

This mill was built in 1854, by Moore, Yose & Co., at that time* 
it had two uprights, a circular, and lath mill, with a season ca- 
pacity of 1,000,0000 or 35,000 per day of 12 hours. The present 
proprietors purchased it in 1858, and in 1862, enlarged its capacity, 
by extending the building, and putting in the following new ma* 
ehinery : one circular 5 1-2 feet in diameter ; one Mulay, a gang 
patent edger, common edger, lath mill, stave mill and two cutoff 
saws— which gires it a present capacity of 10,000,000 per season of 
7 months, giving employment to 35 men in and around the estab- 
Kshment ; there are four boilers of 48 inches in diameter in it; and 
three engines — such is the power required to drive the machinery. 

The timber is procured on the Cedar, Flint and Cass rivers, and 
on the Bay Shore. The lumber is shipped to both eastern and 
vestem markets. 



Moore, Smith ft Co. 

SALT WORKS. 
The well whicb supplies these works is 946 feet deep, and was 
•unk in 1867, by the proprietors, who also erected the build- 
ings during the same year, and commenced' operations the follow- 
ing year. Salt is made in this establishment by the economical use 
of exhausted steam from the lumber works, which pass through 
tubing immersed in the brine — causing evaporation ; the strength 
of the brine is 93, and the works turn out 45 barrels a day of 24 
hoars, making No. 1 salt. The Company employ 4 men in their 
**lt block, besides two coopers for making their barrels. 



Long, Bradfleld & Co. 

SALT WORKS. 
The well belonging to this firm, is 800 feet deep, and the brine. 
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M 96 strong. Th« buildings were erected during the anmrnerd 
1863, and the manufacturing of salt was commenced in Septembir 
of the same year. 

Mr. Leng is probably the most experienced salt maker in this 
country; be came from England a few years ago, where he bad spent 
his previous life in the business, with his father, havin;; been, so to 
speak, bom in it; and, although an old scUt man, is stil /rt»h. He 
made the pans the firm have — two sets — which enables them to ton 
out 15,000 barrels annually, working the usual season. 

Thei«e works turn out remarkably pure salt, both in quality and 
color — if we may use the word to express the purest of white. 

The brine on this side of the river is quite free from gypsum— 
that great enemy of salt makers, which adheres to the tabes of 
wells and the salt pans, and detracts from the purity of the silt 

This firm uses cord wood in preference to mill refiise, and they 
find it more profitable at the price which they pay for it — $1.50 per 
cord, than slabs at a gift. One cord of wood makes 8 barrels d 
salt, and this kind of fuel takes less labor and dffuses a more vnir 
form heat than any other. Such is their experience. 

They make their own barrels, having machinery for staves and 
headings, and employ 13 men about their premises. 

They dispose of their stock through the Salt Association, an<l 
are well pleased with the system. 



Wm. Crosthwalte's Ship Yard and Dry Dock. 

This branch of industry has been a great acquisition to Bty 
City and its locality. The enterprising proprietor came from Bof- 
falo, in 1864, and in September of the same year, commenced ope- 
rations in Bangor, which afforded good tacilities for his trade. 1j> 
Buffalo he was long and favorably known in his line, and theLak^ 
bear about evidences of his handi-'rafb. Since he came to this 
point, he has floated from his yard — where they were built by ^^) 
several vessels .of different sizes, among which were his namesake, 
a fore-and-aft schooner, the Wm, Croathwaite ; the three masted 
vessel John KUderhouse^ 500 tons ; the tug E. P. Jhrr ; the canal 
boat Charlie, and the Americain CHarU^ a three-masted schooner, 

He has a sawmill connected with his trade, for sawing long o>^) 
and a Dry Dock 180 feet by 40, which he intends enlarging in Tiew 
of the removal of the bar at the mouth of the river, by which tff' 
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els of the largest size can come to his dock and be repaired 
His ship-yard covers eiglit acres of ground, and he employs 
kbout 30 men. He has done a large amount of repairing since he 
»tabUshed himself here, and turns out a good job every time. 



Weed's Shipyard. 

Jolin A. Weed, the head'of this young enterprise, came to Ban- 
gor in July, 1865, and began boat building and repairing — in which 
line he has done considerable. One of his feats was the lengthen- 
ing of the schooner John S. Minor 18 feet. He built the fefvy boat, 
Ben Tntdell, and the sail boat Phil. Sheridan; and many a craft 
now riding the waves in safety, owe their *' tight" character 
to the influence of Weed. He also turns out spars, booms, 
fiagstafifs and bob-sleighs, when occasions offer — making himself 
generally useful in the community. Mr. Weed resided in Bay 
City for many years, where he went in 1849 ; at first he was in the 
fishing business, then in the carriage buildmg trade, he was the 
first to start a factory of that kind in Bay City, and was prosper- 
ing when the fire of 1863 swept away his means. He is a nice 
fn^nk, industrious fellow, and we wish him prosperity, plenty and 
peace. 



Boat Building. 

We cannot leave this branch of industry without introducing 
the name of George Carpenter, who is so favorably known for an 
industrious, skillful mechanic in this line ; he was bom a Carpenter 
bat he has improved his calling and name until both are noted. 

Mr. Carpenter has the reputation of being the best boat builder 
in the Saginaw Valley ; the fishing boats which he has built are 
said to be the best on the river, and this department of 'the busi- 
ness, it is well known, requires very skillful labor. We found him 
at work on a schooner here — whicn is pronounced a master-piece — 
Mid had an opportunity of conversing with him, and learned that 
he moves about from point to point on the river and builds when, 
where, and what is required of him. He is a resident of Bay Oity 
»nd came from Cleveland, Ohio.

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Bourn's Tannery. 

This tanoery was built by tbe proprietor, D. V. Bourn, in 1864, 
and 19 doing a p:ood business in hides and leather; it ha^ 22 bark 
and 8eTen benm house vats ; an engine of 25 horsepower; employ 
four men, and tans $10,000 worth of hides annually. We hope 
leather workers encourage home manufacture. 



American Hotel. 

This is a good frame building with ample accommodation for the 
wants of che places, owned by Ferris brothers, and leased to Frank 
King. Travelers going to Bangor will find a ready welcome, and 
every comfort waiting for them, at this house. It boasts of a pab- 
lic Hall, too, which is occasionally quite attractiye. 



School House. 

In a town where half the population are children — and the rest 
somewhat childish (in their fondness for children) — tbe school 
house is necehsarily an important in-ititution. The present build- 
ing in usa, althonirh it has d«>ne good service in the past, both in 
the school and the church, is inadequate to hold the iising popala- 
tion, and we a^e glad to have it to record that a building will 
shortly be handed over to the schoolmaster which will represent 
$6,000 and the peoples idea of the importance of educati on. 



The Methodist Episcopal Church. 

In 1865 Rev. E Wigh came to Bay City as colleague of Mr. Fox, 
and they commenced holding services at Bangor and Weoona, 
organizing Societies in both places, which now form, together with 
Portsmouth, a charge, of which Rev, Alex. Gee is Minister. Meet- 
ings were held in the Bangor school house until the erection of the 
present fine, large building, in 1867. 

The members «»f the Wenona Society have lutely taken active 
steps towards procuring funds for the erection of a church there 
also. The Bangor church is a credit to the place, and speaks 
highly of the liberality of its people as well as of their religions 
spirit, it was dedicated on the 21st of July, 1867, and the Society 
new numbers 39 members. They have a flourishing Sunday 
School with 75 scholars.

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PORTSMOUTH. 



Its History* 



The Village of Portsmouth is delightfully situated on the east 
\>auV of the Saginaw River, ahout six miles from Saginaw Bay, 
and joins Bay City at its northern boundary, so that the two 
places are to all appearances one city; the Bay City & Portsmouth 
Street Railroad runs through Water street, which extends through 
both corporations, and joins them with iron bands. It is a lively 
and prosperous place, which is growing steadily, containing about 
fifteen hundred indabitants who have settled down, and some 
hundreds, who art half amphibious, employed in mills and vessels, 
here to-day and making way tor others to-morrow, forming a sort 
of floating population. Its principal business is lumber, there 
being seven saw-mills, two shingle- mills, and a planing-mill and 
flouring- mill connected, all running. The manufacture of Salt is 
also carried on to a considerable extent ; there are six Salt Blocks 
in operation, doing a profitable business. During the winter fish- 
ing is also carried on profitably. It is well supplied with stores, 
hotels, blacksmith shops, wagon makers, tailors, and shoemakers, 
and has a ship-yard of some note. There are two very pretty 
churches — one Methodist, and the other Baptist — both in a healthy 
condition. The B. C. & E. S. R. R. have a station at this point, 
and communication is had with Salzburg, on the opposite side of 
the river — through which the J. L. & S. R. R. passes — by means of 
a steam ferry. 

The early history of Portsmouth is introduced by the name of 
Trombley, a family of this name having been engaged in trading 
with the Indians during the latter part of last century, and one 
heon Trombley having been appointed in 1832, by the Government, 
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to ioiltract the Indians in agriculture, were the means of bringing 
two brothers, Joseph and Madeo Trombly, nephews of Leou, to 
this ralley. 

Joseph arrived a few months in advance of his brother, in the 
summer of 1833, and selected the present site of Portsmoath « 
one suitable for forming purposes, and on his return to Detroit, he 
and his brother entered a fractional section of 140 acres, the |frioo 
of which was 9^,25 per acre. Joseph returned to take possession, 
while Madcr, with some cattle, followed the Indian trail to Sagi- 
naw, where he swam them across the river and met his brother at 
this point ; the journey occupied five days, Previous to leaving 
Detroit they shipped provisions and goods by a small vessel called 
the Savage^ which used to make two trips every year to Saginaw 
City — one in Spring for furs, and the other in the Fall for cranber- 
ries — and on her arrival the goods were put into cunoes and 
anded. 

The first building they erected was a log house, which stood 
near where the Center House now stands. In this they traded 
with the Indians. They did not devote much time to agriculture — 
merely raising such necessities as they required — as they found 
trading, fishing and hunting more profitable and congenial. The 
description of this place at that time, as gjven to the writer by 
Mader Trombley, fully explains the choice of the brothers in lo- 
cating at this point, so far from a white settlement. The land lay 
high and dry, and was sheltered by trees which grew not too 
thickly to spoil the picturesque, yet dense enough for shade. It 
was a romantic looking spot and a choice camping ground for the 
Indians, who had their place of burial close by ; it commanded a 
good view of the river, and the arrival and departure of canoes. 
After two years' trading with the Indians, the brothers erected a 
frame building, the first erected in Lower Saginaw, and the lum- 
ber for which was brought from Detroit, on board the Savage, 
That building, with its subsequent alterations and iniprovements, 
is now known as the Centre House, and after changing shapes and 
owners is to-day the property of Mader Tronabley. 

Joseph and Mader Trombley had separate interests in the land - 
on which the village now stands. The former sold his, the north- 
ern part, to his uncle Benoit, or Benedict, who deeded it to Albert 
Miller, in 1836. In the following year a company was formed un- 
der the name of the Portsmouth Company, of which Albert Miller 
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was a member, and they purchased from Mader Trombley three- 
quarters of a mile and laid out a Tillage, to which they gave the 
name of Portsmouth. Mader then entered another tract of half a 
mile, south of this, on which he erected his present dwelling ; and 
in 1856 Mr. Daglish surveyed and made a map of the present vil- 
lage as it stands to-day, about one and a half miles long and half a 
mile wide at its broadest part. 

The first saw-mill which existed here was built by Albert Mil- 
ler. B. K. Hall and Cromwell Barney, in 1837; this was burned 
down in 1862. It had several competitors and companions in after 
years, all which are alive and healthy; these, with the erection of 
salt works, haye built up the village as it now exists. 

The future prospects of the village of Portsmouth are decidedly 
in the usceadency; progress and improvement meet the eye every- 
where. Already two more shingle- mills and another planing-mill 
are being fashioned by the millwrights, and will shortly be in op- 
eration ; and the steady increase of dwellings, the recent erection 
of a fine school house, and other encouraging features, all conclu- 
sively show that the natural advantages of the place — its elevated 
situation, fertile soil, manufacturing facilities, together with the 
enterprising character of its citizens, are duly working out former 
predictions of its prosperity, causing it to keep pace with its Siam- 
ese-twin city, and eventually to form part of the future metropolis.

Its capacity is 5,000,000 with a mulay saw and an upright, em* 
plowing 22 men. This is the only mill that speaks of misfortunes; 
it ruined its builder, burst its first boiler—killing a man by th€ 
accident,^-cut up a man one day — instead of a log, and none of its 
proprietors have made a fortune out of it.

Lumber shipped east and west 
On the 11th of September, 1868 the cut was 120,335 feet in 10 
hours and 40 minutes.

The well at these works was sunk in 1860 — depth, 664 feet 
strength of brine, 60. The mode of manufacture is boiling, and 
there is one block of 46 kettles and one pan in use, making 35 bar- 
rels No. 1 salt daily, emplojrjng 5 men. The fuel used is mill re- 
fuse and hard wood. M. Watrous is manager of the concern. 
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New York Salt Works. 

FIRST STREET, FOOT OP SALT. 

The "Well here was sunk in spring of 1862; depth, 1,016 feet; 
itrength of brine, 96. Thfs Is an extensive concern, making both 
by kettles and solar covers, occupying 7 1-2 acres land and having 
200 feet river frontage. It was built by A. 0. Braddock, the pre- 
sent Superintendent of the works. They have two 60 kettle 
blocks, and the season capacity of ^the whole works is about 7,000 
barrels of No. 1 salt, employing 16 men. Capital invested, $32,000.

A very gratifying feature in the progress of our cities, to vhs and 
• Tillages, is the pride that is taken in erecting good school build- 
ings. Portsmouth is quite up to tbe times in promoting her edu- 
cational interests. The new school house just completed is a 
perfect model, in its internal arrangements as well as its outside 
appeaaance. Its large, airy rooms, well suppled with light^ its 
spacious halls and wide staircase, not forgetting its deep closets, 
with rows of hooks and pegs, all tell of healthy influences at work 
around the School Board, where hearts as well as heads have been 
consulted. 

The school here is conducted under the grading system, and the 
new building is built accordingly. The first flour has three rooms, 
the largest being 32x36, the second is 30x24, the third or recitatoid 
n>oin, 15x30. On the second floor the largest room is 30x60, and 
the recitation room 15x30. The halls are 14x30; heighth of lower 
celling 13 feet, and the upper one 15 feet. It is a frame building 
in an appropriate white dress, crowned with a cupola^ and looks as 
a temple of learning should — very inviting. The flooring is made 
to wear, and is a good specimen of joining, it is of Norway pin^ 
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and )iaR much the appearance of oak. The seats are Hildreth's 
Patent and cost about $3,000. The whole cost of the school 
(without the teachers and children) foots up to $10,000. George 
Campbell, of Bay City, has added another leaf to his laurel chaplet 
by building this structure. 

Hon. J. D. Lewis, late of Vassar, is the Paincipal ; Miss Bucanan 
and Miss Parmaly are the lady teachers.

A charter was granted November 11, 1867, When George Lewis 
was elected Master, Charles Stevens, S. W , and Wm. H. South- 
worth, J. W. The next step was to obtain a new Lodge room, the 
residence of Elisha G. Allen being too small. The Lodge bought 
a lot in 1868, and have erected on it a fine building at their own 
expense, the upper story being used for Lodge rooms, and the 
lower story for stores. 

The Lodge now numbers about 50 membejs, and is in a flourish- 
ing condition. The regular meetings are held ^n Tuesday evenings 
on or before the full moon of each month.

Wenona is situated on' the' west side of tbeSa^inaW Ri^er, about 
four miles from its rnoutb and immediately opposite Bay City, 
with which it is connected by the Bay City Bridge. Population, 
1,200. The site on which the village is built — 116 acres — was 
purchased by Messrs. Sage & McGraw, of Dr. D. H. Fitzhugh, oo 
the 11th of April, 1864. That firm proceeded to erect a Baw-miH 
there the same spring, which was the parent, so to speak, of a large 
progeny of buildings which appeared in rapid succession, and grev 
np to the credit of their great originator. 

The village has scarcely a history, ipart from the mill. Like 
Topsy, in the song, it was raised — if not on corn, certainly on the 
sand which is there — and its growth Jias been q^ite as spontanea^ 
and astoifsiiing. It has no oldest inhabitant— jno old buildings-^ 
not an old association, nor an old land-mark. There must have 
been an^exodus somewhere, for a thousand tongjies claim to have 
been the first settlers, and the place is so orderly and tranqail, 
even amidst the hum of machinery and the bustk> of business, that 
it is no marvel if these tongues settled^ diimb witL. astonishment at 
the result of an imraigraticm of so many tongues, with all that ww 
attached to them by tender ties. Famed a^ the Saginaw Valley 
is for raising cities, Wenona is yet a marvel to tiici. eyes of the . 
Saginawians ; not even a Sa^e could have foretold ftbat in the short 
space of four years a promising city would arise, containing twelw 
'hundred inhabitants, and all the conveniences of city life. 

The mill — if not the largest in the world — has cut more Inmber 
than any other during the same space of time ; it is one of the 
sights of. the Taliey; the very head of the mill family; a nipnster 
of the woods, with more sets of teeth than a wholesale dentist, uA 
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ivith an appetite for forest r bich no statistic parvejor can satisfy 
fcnd which puts* .ill caiculaiions astray. It commenced operations 
in May, 1865, and cnt during tUat season 9,048,000 fe^t.

Its capacity for one season is really 40,000,000 

In 12 hours it has cut 370,797 feet, at d since it commenced has 

cut 80^500,000 feet of lumber. The i •mber of men employed 

about the mill is 210. The size of the main building is 80x140 

feet ; it contains two pairs of gangs, an upright, a large circular!, 

and seyeral edgers. The driving power consists of live engines, of 

an a^regate of 250 horse power — requinngsix boilers 30 feet long 

and four feet diameter. Its owners have docks upon which they 

can pile 18,000,000 feet of lumber, and have one of the largest and 

most powerful tugs known, foi towing logs ^ and vessels. They 

have & lumber yard at Toledo, Ohio, two at Albany, N. Y., and 

one at New Yoik City ; also, a mill at Bell Ewart, in Oanadai 

with a capacity of 15,000,000 a year. Until July last the firm 

was Sage & McGraw, but on that date Mr. Sage purchased tb# 

interest of Mr. McGraw, since whiah the business has been carried 

on under the name of H. W. Sage & Co., with Mr. Carrington as 

local Agent. ^ 

This enterprising firm have been the means of throwing' up, as 
it were, hundreds of houses under the beiiutiful name oi Wenona-^ 
» Tillage with many attractions, to^ wl)ich it is as much indebted 
to nature as to art. The streets are wide and level, well drained, 
amply provided w'th sidewalks, and very attractive in the way of 
•hops and reside-..»es. The soil is light but very productive, }-ield- 
ing garden stuffs as luxuriously ks buildings, and both crops seem 
to grow up in the night. The Bunnell Hotel, the school house, 
the churches, the several brick blocks and handsome private dwell- 
ii^s which adc m Wt>nona and make her one of the ornaments of 
the valley, all 11 upon her rival over the way to look out for her 
laurels. 

The rapid growth and prosperous a^^arance c^ this young 
giantef« drew towards it observing eyes, and not a little specnlft- 
tion, the result of »\'hich was the addition of more area on whicli 
to 8ptt>ad her expanding skirts. In addition to the 116 acres laid

Property has increased in yalue fourfold within three yeanttt 
Wenona, a fact which tells its own eloquent tale. The situatics 
which it commands has many great natural advantages which mnst^ 
from their very nature, be permanent. It has a natural gradiul 
elevation above the highest water-mark on the banks of the river; 
good spring water can be procured within a very few feet of the 
surface of any building lot ; it is always dry, is easily drained, and 
has the very desirabie reputation of being one of the naost heal- 
thy towns in the valley; and, to come to the climax of ita advaft- 
tages, it is backed up by a fine agricultural district, which feeds it 
in more ways than one.

Drake Mill. 

The " Drake Mill" was built in 1851-2 by Drake Bros.,— three 
brothers from Canada. It was "old to the firm of Kibbee, Whit- 
temore & Co., in the fall of 1853, who, at the same time, bought 
the '* Bangor Mill," and held large tracta of pine land, but were 
not very successful. It passed into the hands of N. P. Stewart, is 
1858, who. having become involved, it passed out of his hands m 
1862, and is now ostensibly held by Blisha P. Litchfield. The mill 
was thoroughlv rebuilt and enlarged in 1863, and is capable of cat- 
ting about 5,000,000 during the season. It is one of the most con- 
venient and beautiful sites on the river, having eighty three rodi 
water front. The boom is completely land-locked and will contain 
four million feet of logs, and the land adjoining the village of We- 
nona, consisting of 44 acres, is now very valuable.
